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PREFACE. 



The Priest's Fmyer Book has been drawn up to assist the Clergy in those 
occasional Parochial Ministrations for which the Book of Common Prayer 
does not make proTision. Many detached and partial efforts haye been 
made to meet this want, and^in particular much has been done to aid the 
Parish Priest in Pastoral Visitation of the Sick. 

But for more than three hundred years the Church of England has 
been without a portable Sacerdotal, and the manifest inconyenience from 
the want of it must be the justification of the present yolume, while the 
novelty and difficulty of the task are pleaded by the Editors in palliation 
of its many -defects. 

It has been compiled from a great variety of Service-books of the Eastern 
and Western Church, from many devotional and ascetic writings, and in 
part from the practical experience of the Editors, and is designed as a 
supplement to the Book of Common Prayer ; but in no sense as a sub- 
stitute for it ; for which reason it does not reproduce any matter which 
may be found there. 

Although mainly designed for the public ministrations of the Clergy, 
their more personal ne^s have not been neglected ; and in particular, 
a large body of Private Prayers and Intercessions has been provided, to 
meet those special requirements of the Clerical life which are for the most 
part passed over in ordinary manuals of devotion. Want of room has 
forbidden the insertion of the Canonical Hours, since they alone, if fully 
set forth, would fill a volume larger than the present one. * 

GQie Offices are all cast in the mould of ritual forms which have been 
tested by the use of many centuries, and some few of them are xm- 
changed versions of ancient Services. But the Editors have held them- 
selves at liberty to exercise the same privilege of choice and adaptation 
to existing needs as was freely assumed by the mediseval compilers of 
similar manuals, since their object has been to produce a practicsd Office- 
book, not a htur^cal curiosity. The structure of the majority of the 
Offices will be familiar to all who are acquainted with that of the ^ Hours" 
of the Western Church, framed as they are of a > sequence of Hymns, 
Psalms, Scriptures, and Collects, broken up by Yersides and Kesponses. 
This form has been adopted, not merely because of its variety and beauty, 
but also by reason of its distinctly congregational character. 

Another quality which it also possesses, that of flexibility, has been 
found of primary advantage in constructing the Offices for the Sick. A 
rigid and invariable form, even if appropriate, either causes wearisome 
repetition, or compels the substitution of one that is inappropriate, for 
the sake of change ; and this inconvenience makes itself especially felt 
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when the Priest has to pay constant yisits to a single case, or else to many 
cases of the same type. 

The structure, then, of these Offices consists of two parts. The first 
invariable, and giving its tone and character to the whole form. The 
second variable, within certain limits, in order to admit of diversity. The 
Invocation, Lord's Prayer, and Creed, followed by Yersicles and Re- 
sponses, with which each Office begins, are intended to be invariable. 
The first of these Yersicles and Kesponses sounds the key-note of the 
entire Office. Next foUows the Antiphon to the Psalms, which brings 
out the special intention with which the Psalm ia to be recited. Several 
applicable Psalms are then given, one of which wiU in most cases suffice. 
Q^e Antiphon is then repeated, to recal the intention. To this suoceeds 
a short Scripture Keading, at the close of which are indicated such Epis- 
tles and 6k)8pels of the Prayer Book as are suitable to the case in hand, 
together with a reference to an Appendix of about fifty Readings, chiefly 
from less familiar parts of Holy Scripture, one of which may be substi- 
tuted for that in the body of the Office. The lesson to be drawn from 
the Scripture reading is marked by Versicles and Kesponses which follow 
immediately upon it, and form part of the fixed framework. Next comes 
the precatory portion, consisting of the Kyrie, Lord's Prayer, and suf- 
frages, followed by a Collect, which may be augmented by or changed for 
certain of those in the Prayer Book, or in a copious Appendix of upwards 
of a hundred and thirty Collects and other prayers adapted for the Sick, 
which are indicated. Finally, each Office closes with a suitable Bene- 
diction. StiU further variety may be obtained by the use of one of the 
Hymns for the Sick, which may be either employed as a general B.eading, 
or be incorporated in the Office. In the latter case it should be inserted 
either just before the Antiphon to the Psalm, or just after the Responses 
to the Scripture Reading. If an Office of any peculiar character, not pro- 
vided in the volmne, be required, it may readily be framed by rdSarence to 
the classified Table of Psahns, Collects, Epistles, and Gospds, which has 
been added for this purpose. 

Yersicles and Responses have been largely employed, instead of a mere 
unbroken sequence of Psalms and Collects : (1) Because the Church 
never contemplates the use of an Office, however private, in which the 
people have no audible part : (2) Because a more fervent and ejaculotory 
character is thus given to the service: (3) Because they serve to keep 
the specific character of each Office imchanged, however much its variable 
portions may be shifted. 

Where there is no person present able to make the Responses, the 
Officiant should recite them together with his own part^ exactly as in tfa6> 
private recitation of Matins and Evensong. 

Although the Offices may at the first glance appear somewhat intzioate, 
practice will speedily show that they possess tft once the quaUties of 
simplicity and brevity. 

It is unnecessary to speak in detail of all the other Offices, but it will 
be well to say a £bw words concerning some of them. That of Thanksgiving 
after Celebrating has been substituted for the one in ordinary use, 
because of its greater beauty and more Eucharistic character. It has 
not, the Editors believe, been accessible in English before. 

Some of the Benedictions are properly Episcopal, but as a matter of 
order and not of essential right, and therefore may be pronounced by a 
Priest when the ministrations of a Bishop cannot be obtained. 

When the greater nimiber of religions processions was abolished at the 
Reformation, that for the circuit of a parish in Rogation-Iide was ex- 
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premlj retained, and a general indication was giyen in the Elizabethan 
Injunctions of the kind of service to be used, pointing clearly to the 
ancient Office. The custom of beating the bounds still continues, but^its 
religious associations have, for the most part, disappeared. As the 
Harrest Festiyal has begun to resume its old plaice, and to supersede the 
Tillage reyel, so it may be hoped that the Rogation Office in this yolume, 
based as it is on the ancient rite, may assist in reclaiming another usage 
for the Church. 

The rapid multiplication of Churches, Beligious Houses, Parsonages, 
and Schools, has created a demand for suitable services to mark their 
commencement and completion, and the Editors have ^endeavoured to 
meet this want by the insertion of several appropriate Offices. 

In the School Prayers, and elsewhere, the Hymn is not given, though 
its place is marked. This is to allow for the change of seasons, and the 
variation of local Hymnals. 

The Collects in the Priest's Prayer Book, of which there are upwards 
of three hundred, have, for the most part, been drawn from ancient and, 
in many instances, obscure sources. In cases where suitable Collects did 
not present themselves, the Editors have endeavoured to frame appro- 
priate ones resembling in character those in the Book of Common Prayer, 
to which familiar type the majority of the others also conform. 

The Notes on tne Visitation of the Sick, Confession, and Direction, 
towards the close of the Yolume, have been most carefully drawn up 
firom a wide induction of books and experience. They have, for the sake 
(rf terseness and fiicili^ of reference, been cast in the form of maxims, 
rather than in that of a connected treatise. The Instructions on Sins 
and their Bemedies, and on the chief truths and duties of Christianity, 
have been added by the Editors to assist their younger brethren in their 
ministrations among the erring and uninstructed, whether sick or whole. 

For co-operation and suggestions in the course of their long and 
anxious work, the Editors have to make many acknowledgments. In 
particular their thanks are due to the Yery Bev. the Dean of S. Paul's, 
the Bey. Drs. Neale and Monsell, the Bev. John Keble, the Editor of 
"Hymns Ancient and Modem," and Miss Catherine Winkworth, for 
permission to select from their published Hymnals. Also to the Bev. B. 
M. Benson, for allowing them to make extracts from the " Manual of 
Intercessory Prayer," and to their Publisher, Mr. Masters, for leave to 
reprint ** An Order for Laying the Foundation Stone of a Church or 
Chapel," which is in common use, and of which he possesses the copy- 
right. For aid in drawing up the Notes on the Yisitation of the Sick, 
tiiey are indebted to the kindness of two friends, one a Physician to a 
London Hospital, the other a Surgeon well known to all Churchmen for 
his Taluable devotional works.

NOTE TO THE SECOND EDITION. 

The exhaustion of the First Edition of this book within a month fi^m 
the day of publication appears to the Editors to have justified their 
experiment. They have therefore the less hesitation in presenting this 
new and revised issue to their brethren. Profiting by the advice of 
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learned and experienced friends, they haye been enabled to remedy many 
defects and omissions ineyitable in a tentatiye effort such as theirs. A 
more systematic arrangement of the Offices has been adopted, many oyer- 
sights corrected, and seyeral important additions made, amongst which 
may be specified fiye new Offices for the Sick, three additional Litanies, 
an Office for a Parochial Guild, Harmonized Lections on the Passion, 
seyeral Benedictions, and upwards of eighty Collects. The Hymns haye 
also, at the suggestion of several persons, been greatly increased in number. 
For two of them (xxxiv. and xxxv.), reprinted by permission from the 
Lyra MegaiafUea^ thanks are due to tiieir authors, C. S., and the Bey. 
Gherard Moultrie. For a third (zzxvii.), the EditCHrs are indebted to 
the kindness of the Yery Bey. Br. Newman ; while a fourth (xu.) has 
been written expressly for this edition by Br. Neale. The Editors trust 
that these augmentations, while not materially increasing the bulk of the 
yolume, will make it less inadequate to fulfil the purposes for which it is 
designed.

Therefore they shall come and 
sing in the height of Zion, and shall 
flow together to the goodness of the 
Lord, for wheat, and for wine, and 
for oil, and for the young of the 
flock and of the herd : and their soul 
shall be as a watered garden ; and 
they shall not sorrow any more at 
alL Then shall the virgin rejoice 
in the dance, both young men and 



old together : for I wiU turn their 
mourning into joy, and will comfort 
them, and make them rejoice from 
their sorrow. And I will satiate 
the soul of the priests with ^tness, 
and My people shall be satisfied 
with My goo^ess, saith the Lord. 
. . . Fear thou not ; for I am with 
thee : be not dismayed, for I am 
thy God: I will strengthen thee; 
yea, I will uphold thee with the 
right hand of My righteousness. . . .

are to come. For if He shall not 
multiply His mercies, the world 
would not continue with them that 
inherit therein.

ness, that they which have com- 
mitted iniquities might be eased of 
them, the ten thousandth part of 
men should not remain living. And 
being Judge, if He should not for- 
give them that are cured with His 
word, and put out the multitude of 
contentions, there should be very 
few left peradventure in an innu- 
merable multitude.

Hear, O ye My beloved, saith the 
Lobd : behold, the days of trouble 
are at hand, but I will deliver you 
from the same.

And therefore will the Lobd 
wait, that He may be gracious unto 
you, and therefore w3l He be ex- 
alted, that He may have mercy upon 
you : for the Lobd is a God of judg- 
ment : blessed are all they that wait 
for Him.

And the 
ransomed of the Lobd shall return, 
and come to Zion with songs and 
everlasting joy upon their heads: 
they shall obtain joy and gladness, 
and sorrow and sighing &all flee

Seek ye the Lobd while He may 
be found, call ye upon Him while 
He is near : let the wicked forsake 
his way, and the unrighteous man 
his thoughts: and let him return 
unto the Lobd, and He will have 
mercy upon him, and to our God, 
for He will abundantly pardon. , . . 
A new heart als6 will I give you, 
and a new spirit wiH I put within 
you : and I will take away the stony 
heart out of your flesh, and I will 
give you an heart of flesh. And I 
will put My spirit within you, and 
cause you to walk in My statutes, 
and ye shall keep My judgments, 
and do them. . . . Then shall ye 
remember your own evil ways, and 
your doings that were not good, 
and shall loathe yourselves in your 
own sight for your iniquities and 
for your abominations.' . . . What 
fruit had ye then in those things 
whereof ye are now ashamed ? for 
the end of those things is death. 

21. Ecdus. vi., &c. 
. Let thy mind be upon the ordi- 



nances of the Lobd, and meditate 
continually in His commandments : 
He shall establish thine heart, and 
give thee wisdom at thine own de- 
sire. . . . Say not, I have sinned, 
and what harm hath happened unto 
me ? for the Lobd is long-sufiering. 
He will in no wise let thee go. Con- 
cerning propitiation, be not without 
fear to add sin unto sin : and say 
not, His mercy is great ; He will ho 
pacified for the multitude of my 
sins: for mercy and wrath come 
from Him, and His indignation rest- 
eth upon sinners. Make no tarry- 
ing to turn to the Lobd, and put 
not off from day to day : for sud- 
denly shall the wrath of the Lobd 
come forth, and in thy security 
thou shalt be destroyed, and perish 
in the day of vengeance. 

22. When he excuses his sin. 

Ecclus. XV. 

Say not thou. It is through the 
Lobd that I feU away: for thou 
oughtest not to do the things that 
He hateth. Say not thou. He hath 
caused me to err : for He hath no 
need of the sinful man. The Lobd 
hateth all abomination; and they 
that fear Gk>D love it not. He Him- 
self made man from the beginning, 
and left him in the hand of his 
counsel; if thou wilt, to keep the 
commandments, and to perform ac- 
ceptable faithfulness. He hath set 
fire and water before thee: stretch 
forth thy hand unto whether thou 
wilt. Before man is life and death ; 
and whether him liketh shall be 
given him. For the wisdom of the 
Lobd is great, and He is mighty in 
power, and beholdeth all things: 
and His eyes are upon them that 
fear Him, and He knoweth every 
work of man. He hath commanded 
no man to do wickedly, neither hath 
He given any man licence to sin. 

23. Ecclus. xvii., &c. 

Betum unto the Lobd, and for- 
sake thy sinsj make thy prayer be- 
fore His fiioe, and offend less. Tvan 
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again to the Most High, and turn 
away from iniquity: for He will 
lead thee out of darkness into the 
light of health, and hate thou 
abomination Tehemently. . . . The 
mercy of man is towara his neigh- ' 
hour ; but the mercy of the Lobd 
is upon all flesh : He reproveth, and 
nurtureth, and teacheth, and bring- 
eth again, as a shepherd his flock. 
He hath mercy on them that receive 
discipline, and that diligently seek 
aiter His judgments. Be of good 
comfort, O my children, and cry 
imto OtOD : for ye shall be remem- 
bered of Him that brought these 
things upon you. For as it was 
your mind to go astray from GtOD : 
so, being returned, seek Him ten 
times more. For He that hath 
brought these plagues upon you 
shall bring you eyerlasting joy again 
with your salvation. 

24. Ecclus. XXL., &c. 

My son, hast thou sinned ? do so 
no more, but ask pardon for thy 
former sins. Flee m>m sin as from 
the faoe of a serpent : for if thou 
comest too near it, it wiU bite thee : 
the teeth thereof are as the teeth of 
a lion, slayiog the souls of men. . . . 
A prayer out of a poor man's mouth 
reacheth to the ears of God, and 
His judgment cometh speedily. He 
that hateth to be reproved is in the 
way of sinners : but he that feareth 
the Lobd will repent from his heart. 
. . . Know therefore this day, and 
consider it in thine heart, that the 
Lobd He is G-od in heaven above, 
and upon the earth beneath ; there 
is none else. Thou shalt keep there- 
fore His statutes, and His com- 
mandments, which I command thee 
this day, that it may go well with 
thee, and with thy children after 
thee, and that thou mayest prolong 
thy days upon the earth, which the 
Lobd thy Q-gd giveth thee, for ever. 

25. For the CareUis, 

Rev. iii. 
He that hath an ear, let him hear 



what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches. . . . These things caith the 
Amen, the faithful and true witness, 
the beginning of the creation of 
QoD ; I know thy works, that thou 
art neither cold nor hot : I would 
thou wert cold or hot. So then be- 
cause thou art lukewarm, and nei- 
ther cold nor hot, I will spue thee 
out of My mouth. Because ihoa 
sayest, I am rich, and increased with 
goods, and have need of nothing ; 
and knowest not that thou art 
wretched, and miserable, and poor, 
and blind, and naked : I oouns^ 
thee to buy of Me gold tried in the 
fire, that thou mayest be rich ; and 
white raiment, that thou mayest be 
clothed, and that the shame of thy 
nakedness do not appear; and 
anoint thine eyes with eyesalve, that 
thou mayest see. As many as I 
love, I rebuke and chasten : be zea- 
lous therefore, and repent. Behold, 
I stand at the door, and knock ; if 
any man hear My voice, and open- 
the door, I will come in to him, and 
will sup with him, and he with Me. 
To him that overcometh will I grant 
to sit with Me in My throne, even 
as I also overcame, and am set down 
with My Fatheb in His throne.

Isa. i., &c. 

Come now, and let us reason to- 
gether, saith the Lobd: though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall 
be as white as snow ; though they 
be red Hke crimson, they shsdl be as 
wooL . . . For the mountains shall 
depart, and the hills be removed; 
but My kindness' sliall not depart 
from tihee, neither shall the cove- 
nant of My peace be removed, saith 
the Lobd that hath mercy on thee. 
... In righteousness shalt thou be 
established : thou shalt be far from 
oppression ; for thou shalt not fear : 
and from terror; for it shall not 
come near thee. . . . For I know 
the thoughts that I think tovrard 
you, saith the Lobd, thoughts of 
peace, and not of evil, to give you 
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an expected end. Then shall ye 
call upon Me, and ye shall go and 
pray nnto Me, and I will hearken 
unto you. And ye shall seek Me, 
and find Me, when ye shaU search 
for Me with all your heart.

But now thus saith the LoBD 
that created thee, O Jaooh, and He 
that formed thee, O Israel, Fear 
not: for I have redeemed tiiee, I 
have called thee by thy name ; thou 
ait Mine. When thou passest 
through the waters, I will be with 
thee ; and through the rivers, they 
shall not overflow thee : when thou 
walkest through the fire, thou shalt 
not be burned ; neither shall the 
flame kindle upon thee. . . . I, even 
I, am the Lobd; and beside Me 
there is no Saviour. ... I, even I, 
am He that blotteth out thy trans- 
gressions for Mine own sake, and 
win not remember thy sins. . . . 
For thus saith the high and lofty 
One that inhabiteth eternity. Whose 
Name is Holy ; I dwell in the high 
and holy place, with him also that 
is of a contrite and humble spirit, 
to revive the spirit of the humble, 
and to revive the heart of the con- 
trite ones. For I will not contend 
for ever, neither will I be always 
wroth : for the spirit should mil 
before Me, and the souls which I 
have made.

In that day shalt thou not be 
ashamed for all thy doings, wherein 
thou hast transgressed against Me : 
for then I will take away out of the 
midst of thee them that rejoice in 
thy pride, and they shall no more 
be haughty because of My holy 
mountain. I wiU also leave in the 
midst of thee an afflicted and poor 
people, and they shall trust in the 
Name of the Lobd. The remnant 
of Israel shall not do iniquity, nor

My 
i»meressions, O Lobd, are multi- 
plied : my transgressions are multi- 
plied, and I am not worthy to be- 
hold and see the height of heaven 
for the multitude of mine iniquities.

Be not angry with 
me for ever, by reserving evil for 
me; neither condemn me into the 
lower parts of the earth. For Thou 
art the Gk)D, even the G^od of them 
that repent; and in me Thou wilt 
show all Thy goodness: for Thou 
wilt save me that am unworthy, 
according to Thy great mercy. 
Therefore I will praise Thee for 
ever all the days of my life : for all 
the powers of the heavens do praise 
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Thee, and Thine is the glory for 
ever and ever. Amen. 

30. For one Recovering, 

Eoclus. li. 

They compassed me on every 
side, and there was no man to help 
me : I looked for the succour of 
men, but there was none. Then 
thought I upon Thy mercy, O Lobd, 
and upon Thy acts, of old, how 
Thou deliyerest such as wait for 
Thee, and savest them out of the 
hands of the enemies. Then lifted 
I up my supplication from the 
earth, and prayed for deliyerance 
from death. 1 called upon the 
Lobd, the Eatheb of my Lobd, 
that He would not leave me in the 
days of my trouble, and in the time 
of the proud, when there was no 
help. I will praise Thy Name con- 
tinually, and will sing praise with 
thanksgiving; and so my prayer 
was heard: for Thou savedst me 
from destruction, and deliveredst 
me from the evil time : therefore 
will I give thanks, and praise Thee, 
and bless Thy Name, O Lobd. 

31. From dangerous sicknest, 

2 Cor. i. 

Blessed be God, even the Fathbb 
of our Lobd Jesus Ohbist, tiie 
Fatseb of mercies, and the G-od of 
all comfort ; Who comforteth us in 
all our tribulation, that we may be 
able to comfort them which are in 
any trouble, by the comfort where- 
with we ourselves are comforted of 
God. For as the sufferings of 
Chbist abound in us, so our con- 
solation also aboundeth by Ohbist. 
, . . We were pressed out of mea- 
sure, above strength, insomuch that 
we despaired even of life : but we 
had the sentence of death in our- 
selves, that we should not trust in 
ourselves, but in GoD Which raiseth 
the dead: Who delivered us from 
so great a death, and doth deliver : 
in Whom we trust that He will yet 
deliver us. 



32. The Thanksgiving o/Hezekiah, 

Isa. zxzviii. 

I said in the cutting off of my 
days, I shall go to the gates of the 
grave : I am deprived of the residue 
of my years. I said, I shall not 
see the Lobd, even the Lobd, in 
the land of the living : I shall behold 
man no more with the inhabitants 
of the world. Mine age is departed, 
and is removed from me as a shep- 
herd's tent : I have cut off like a 
weaver my life : He will cut me off 
with pining sickness : from day even 
to night wilt Thou make an end of 
me.

What will 
He then do unto His liame whereby 
we are called ? of these things hare 
I asked. Then answered he me and 
said, The more thou searchest, the 
more thou shalt marvel; for the 
world hasteth &8t to pass away, and 
cannot comprehend the things that 
are promised to the righteous m time 
to come; for this world is full of 
imrighteousness and infirmities. . . . 
As for the tokens whereof thou ask- 
est me, I may tell thee of them in 
part: but as touching thy life, I 
am not sent to show it thee ; for I 
do not know it. 

34. Orfw a Dying Communicant. 

Bev. xiz. 

I heard a great voice of much 
people in heaven, saying. Alleluia ; 
Salvation, and gloiy, and honour, 
and power, unto the Lobd our God. 
.... And the four and twenty el- 
ders and the four beasts feU down 
and worshipped God that sat on 
the throne, saying. Amen ; Alleluia. 
And a voice came out of the throne, 
saying, Praise our God, all ye His 
servants, and ye that fear Him, both 
small and great. And I heard as it 
were the voice of a great multitude, 
and as the voice of many waters, and 
as the voice of mighty thimderings, 
saying, Alleluia : for the Lobd God 
omnipotent reigneth. Let us be glad 
and rejoice, and give honour to Him :

And Ab& slept with his 
fathers, and died in the one and 
fortieth year of his reign. . . . 
Thus saith the Lobd; Cursed be 
the man that trusteth in man, and 
maketh flesh his arm, and whose 
heart departeth from the Lobd.

Job V. 

Although affliction cometh not 
forth of the dust, neither doth trou- 
Ue spring out of the ground j yet 
mati is bom unto trouble, as the 
sparks fly upward. I would seek 
unto God, and unto Gk)D would I 
commit my cause : Which doeth great 
things and imsearchable : marvel- 
lous things without number : Who 
giyeth rain upon the earth, and 
sendeth waters upon the fields : to 
set up on high those that be low ; 
that those which mourn may be ex- 
alted to safety. ... So the poor 
hath hope, and iniquity stoppeth 
her mouth. Behold, happy is the 
man whom 6K)D correcteth : there- 
fore despise not thou the chastening 
of the Almighty : for He maketh 
sore, and bindeth up : He woundeth, 
and His hands make whole: He 
shall deUyer thee in six troubles : 
yea, in seven there shall no evil 
touch thee. • . . Thou shalt come 
to thy grave in a full age, like as a 
shock of com cometh in in his sea- 
son.

places Marvel not at the 

works of sinners ; but trust in the 
Lobd, and abide in thy labour : for 
it is an easy thing in the sight of the 
Lobd on the sudden to mti.e a poor 
man rich. The blessing of the Lobd 
is in the reward of the godly, and 
suddenly He maketh His blessing to 
flourish. Say not. What profit ia 
there of mv serrice ? and what good 
things shall I have hereafter ? . . . . 
For it is an easy thing unto the 
Lobd in the day of death to reward 
a man according to his ways. 
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42. JFbr one m Haired, 

Ecclufl. zxyiii., &c. 

He that revengeth shall find yen- 
geanoe firom the Lobd, and He will 
surely keep his sins in remembrance. 
Forgire thy neighbour the hurt that 
he hath done unto thee, so shall thy 
sins also be forgiven when thou 
piw^est. One man beareth hatred 
against another, and doth he seek 
pardon from the Lobd ? He show- 
eth no mercy to a man, which is 
like himself: and doth he ask for- 
giyeness of his own sins? If he 
that is but fiesh nourish hatred, who 
will intreat for pardon of his sins ? 
Bemember thy end, and let enmity 
cease; remember corruption and 
death, and abide in the command- 
ments Put on therefore, as 

the elect of God, holy and belored, 
bowels of mercies, undness, hum- 
bleness of mind, meekness, longsuf- 
fering { forbearing one another, and 
forgiying one another, if any man 
have a quarrel against any : even as 
Chbibt forgaye you, so also do ye.

The LoBD thy God in the midst 
of thee is mighty ; He will save, He 
will rejoice over thee with, joy : He 
will rest in His love. He will joy 
over thee with singing. I will ga- 
ther them that are sorrowful for the 
solemn assembly, who are of thee, 
to whom the reproach of it was a 
burden. Behold, at that time I will 
undo aU. that afflict thee : and I wiU 
save her that halteth, and gather her 
that was driven out ; and I vnU get 
them praise and &ine in every Ismd 
where they have been put to shame. 
At that time vnll I bring you again, 
even in the time that I gather you : 
for I will make you a name and a 



praise among all people of the earth, 
when I turn back your captivity be- 
fore your eyes, saith the Lobd. . • . 
And it shail come to pass in the day 
that the Lobd shall give thee reei 
fix)m thy sorrow, and from thy feu'i 
and from the hard bondage whecem 
thou wast made to serve. 

48. 2 Esd. ii. 
Look for your Shepherd, He shall 
give you everlasting rest ; for He is 
at hand that shall come in the end 
of the world. Be ready to the re- 
ward of the kingdom, for the ever- 
lasting light shflSl shine upon you 

for evermore Arise up and 

stand, behold the number of those 
that be sealed in the feast of the 
Lobd ; which are departed froih the 
shflkdow of the world, aild have re- 
ceived glorious garments of the 
Lobd. ... I Esdras saw upon the 
mount Slon a great people, whom 
I could not number, and they ail 
praised the Lobd with songs. And 
in the midst of them there was a 
young man of high stature, taller 
than all the rest, and upon every 
one of their heads he set crowns, 
and was more exalted; which I 
marvelled at greatly. So I asked 
the angel, and said. Sir, what are 
these P He answered and said unto 
me, These be they that have put 
off the mortal clothing, and put 
on the immortal, and have con- 
fessed the name of God : now are 
they crowned, and receive palma. 
Then said I unto the angel, What 
young person is it that orowneth 
them, and giveth them palms in 
their hands ? So he answered and 
said unto me, It is the Son of God, 
Whom they have confessed in the 
world. Then began I greatly te 
commend them that stood so stiffly 
for the Name of the Lobd. Then 
the angel said unto me, Go thy way, 
and tell my people what manner of 
things, and how great wonders of 
the Lobd thy God thou hast seea. 

49. Tobit xiii. 
O Jerusalem, the holy city, he. 
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will Bcourge thee for thy children's 
works, and will have mercy again on 
the sons of the righteous. Give 
IHMdse to the Lobd, for He is good : 
and praise the everlasting King, 
that His tabernacle may be bnilded 
in thee again with joy, and let Him 
make jojif ul there in thee those that 
are captives, and love in thee for 
ever those that are miserable. Many 
nations shall come from far to the 
Name of the Lobd God with gifts 
in their hands, even gifts to the 
King of heaven; all generations 
shall praise thee with great joy. 
Cursed are all they which hate thee, 
and blessed shall all be which love 
thee for ever. Rejoice and be glad 
for the children of the just : for 
they shall be gathered together, and 
shall bless the LoBD of the just. O 
blessed are they which love thee, for 
they shall rejoice in thy peace: 
blessed are thev which have been 
sorrowful for all thy scourges ; for 
they shall rejoice for thee, when 
they have seen all thy glory, and 
sbaU be glad for ever. Let my soul 
bless God the great King. For Je- 
rusalem shall be built up with 
sapphires, and emeralds, and pre- 
cious stone: thy walls and towers 
and battlements with pure gold. 
And the streets of Jerusalem shall 
be paved with beryl and carbuncle 
and stones of Ophir. And all her 
streets shall say. Alleluia ; and they 
shall praise Him, saying. Blessed be 
GtODi which hath eztoUed it for 



50. Bev. xxi., &c. 
And there came unto me one of 
the seven angels which had the seven 
vials full of the seven last plagues, 
and talked with me, saying, Gome 
hither, I will show thee the bride, 
the Lamb's wife. And he carried 
me away in the spirit to a great and 
high mountam, and showed me that 
great city, the holy Jerusalem, de- 
scending out of heaven from God, 
having the glory of God : and her 
light was like unto a stone most 
precious, even Uke a jasper stone. 



clear as crystal. . . . And the twelve 
gates were twelve pearls : every se- 
veral gate was of one pearl: and 
the street of the city was pure gold, 
as it were transparent glass. And 
I saw no temple therein: for the 
Lobd God Almighty and the Lamb 
are the temple of it. And the city 
had no need of the sun, neither of 
the moon, to shine in it: for the 
glory of God did lighten it, and 
the Lamb is the light thereof. And 
the nations of them which are saved 
shall walk in the light of it : and 
the kings of the earth do bring their 
glory and honour into it. Ajad the 
gates of it shall not be shut at all 
by day : for there shall be no night 
there. And they shall bring the 
glory and honour of the nations into 
it. And there shall in no wise enter 
into it any thing that defileth, nei- 
ther whatsoever worketh abomina- 
tion, or maketh a Ue: but they 
which are written in the Lamb's 
book of life. And he showed me a 
pure river of water of life, clear as 

7stal, proceeding out of the throne 
Gk>D and of the Lamb. In the 
midst of the street of it, and on 
either side of the river, was there 
the tree of life, which bare twelve 
manner of fruits, and yielded her 
fruit every month: and the leaves 
of the tree were for the healing of 
the nations. And there shall be no 
more curse : but the throne of God 
and of the Lamb shall be in it ; and 
His servants shall serve Him : and 
they shall see His £ice : and His 
Name shall be in their foreheads. 
And there shall be no night there ; 
and they need no candle, neither 
light of the sun ; for the Lobd Gk)D 
giveth them light : and they shall 
reign for ever and ever. 

51. The Passion (Harmonized,) 
(A.) Jesus saith unto them. All ye 
shall be offended because of Me this 
night : for it is written, I will smite 
the shepherd, and the sheep of the 
flock shall be scattered abroad. But 
after I am risen again, I will go 
before you into Galilee. Peter an- 
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swered and said unto Him, Though 
all men shall he offended hecause of 
Thee, yet will I never he offended. 
And Jesus saith unto him, Yenly 
I say unto thee, That this day, even 
this night, hefore the cock crow 
twice, thou shalt deny Me thrice. 
But he spake the more vehemently, 
If I should die with Thee, I will 
not deny Thee ia any wise. Like- 
wise also said all the disciples. 
Then cometh Jesus with them unto 
a place called Ghsthsemane, where 
was a garden, into the which He 
entered, and His disciples. And 
when He was at the place. He said 
unto them. Pray that ye enter not 
into temptation. Sit ye here, while 
I go and pray yonder. And He 
was withdrawn £rom them about a 
stone's cast. And He took with 
Hun Peter and the two sons of Ze- 
bedee, James and John, and began 
to be sorrowful and very heavy. 
Then saith He unto them, My soul 
is exceeding sorrowful, even unto 
death: tarry ye here, and watch 
with Me. And He went a little 
further, and kneeled down, and fell 
on His &ce on the ground, and 
prayed, that^ if it were possible, 
the hour might pass from Him. 
And He said, Abba, Fatheb, all 
things are possible imto Thee; O 
My Fatheb, if it be possible, if 
Thou be willing, remove this cup 
from Me: nevertheless, not My 
will, but Thine, be done. And there 
appeared an angel imto Him from 
heaven, strengthening Him. And 
being in an agony He prayed more 
earnestly : and ms sweat was as it 
were great drops of blood fidling 
down to the ground. And He 
cometh unto the disciples, and find- 
eth them asleep, and saith unto 
Peter, Simon, sleepest thou ? What ! 
could ye not watch with Me one 
hour? Watch and pray, that ye 
enter not into temptation : the spirit 
indeed is willing, but the flesh is 
weak. He went away agam the 
second time, and prayeid, and spake 
the same words : saying, O My Fa- 
theb, if this cup may not pass away 



from Me, except I drink it, Thy 
will be done. And when He re- 
turned. He found them asleep again, 
(for their eyes were heavy,) neither 
wist they what to answer Him. 
And He left them, and went away 
again, and prayed the third time, 
saying the same words. And He 
oomeUi the third time to His disci- 
ples, and saith imto them. Sleep on 
now, and take your rest: it is 
enough, behold, the hour is at hand, 
and the Son of Man is betrayed 
into the hands of sinners. Bise, let 
us be going : behold, he is at hand 
that doth betray Me. And when 
He rose up from prayer, and was 
come to His disciples. He foimd 
them sleeping for sorrow, and said 
tmto them. Why sleep ye ? rise and 
prav, lest ye enter into temptation. 
And Judas also, which betrayed 
Him, knew the place: for Jssus 
ofttimes resorted thither with His 
disciples. And immediately, while 
He yet spake, cometh Judas, one of 
the twelve, and with him a great 
multitude with swords and staves, 
from the chief priests, and the 
scribes, and the elders of the people. 
Jesus therefore, knowing all things 
that should come upon Him, went 
forth, and said unto them, Whom 
seek yep They answered Him, 
Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus saith 
unto them, I am He. And Judas 
also, which betrayed Him, stood 
with them. As soon then as He 
had said imto them, I am He, they 
went backward, and fell to the 
ground. Then asked He them again, 
Whom seek ye? And they said, 
Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus answered, 
I have told you that I am He : if 
therefore ye seek Me, let these go 
their wav: that the saying might 
be fulfilled, which He spake. Of 
them which Thou gavest Me have I 
lost none. Now he that betrayed 
Him gave them a sign, saying. 
Whomsoever I shall kiss, that sune 
is He: hold Him &8t, and lead 
Him away safely. And as soon as 
he was come, he goeth straightway 
and drew near unto Jesus to kiss 
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Him, and saith. Hail, Master, and ! 
kisaed Him. And Jesub said unto ; 
bim. Friend, wherefore art thou I 
come? Betrajest thou the Son of 
Man with a kiss ? Then came they, 
and laid their hands on Jesus, and 
took Him. When they which were 
about Him saw what would follow, 
they said unto Him, Lobd, shall we 
smite with the sword? And one 
of them that stood by with Jebvb 
stretched out his hand, and drew 
his sword, and struck a servant of 
the high priest, and cut off his right 
ear. And the servant's name was 
Malchus. And Jesus answered and 
said, Suffer ye thus &r. And He 
touched his ear, and healed him. 
Then said Jesus unto Peter, Put 
up thy sword into the sheath : for | 
aU. they that take the sword shall 
perish with the sword : the cup 
which My Fatheb hath given Me, 
shall I not drink it? Thinkest 
thou that I cannot now pray to My 
Fatheb, and He shall presently 
give Me more than twelve legions 
of angeb ? But how then shaU the 
Scriptures be fulfilled, that thus it 
must be ? In that same hour Jesus 
said unto the chief priests, and cap- 
tains of the temple, and the elders, 
which were come to Him, Be ye 
come out as against a thief, with 
swords and staves for to take Me ? 
When I was daily with you in the 
temple, ye stretched forth no hands 
against Me : but this is your hour, 
and the power of darkness. But 
aU this was done, that the Scriptures 
of the prophets might be fulfilled. 
Then all the disciples forsook Him, 
and fled. And there followed Him 
a certain young man, having a linen 
doth cast about his naked body; 
and the young men laid hold on 
him: and he left the linen cloth, 
and fled from them naked. Then 
the band and the captain and offi- 
cers of the Jews took Jesus, and 
bound Him, and led Him away to 
Annas first : for he was &ther in 
law to Caiaphas, which was the 
high priest that same year. Now 
Caiaphas was he which gave counsel 



to the Jews, that it was expedient 
that one man should die for the 
people. And they that had laid hold 
on Jesus led Him away to Caiaphas 
the high priest, and brought Him 
into the high priest's house. And 
Simon Peter followed Jesus, and so 
did another disciple: that disciple 
was known unto the high priest, 
and went in with Jesus into the 
palace of the high priest. But 
Peter stood at the door without. 
Then went out that other disciple, 
which was known imto the high 
priest, and spake imto her that kept 
the door, and brought in Peter. 
The high priest then asked Jesus 
of His disciples, and of His doctrine. 
Jesus answered him, I spake openly 
to the world ; I ever taught in the 
synagogue, and in the temple, whi- 
ther the Jews always resort; and 
in secret have I said nothing. Why 
askest thou Me? ask them which 
heard Me, what I have said unto 
them: behold, they know what I 
said. And when He had thus spo- 
ken, one of the officers which stood 
by struck Jesus with the palm of 
hLs hand, saying, Answerest Thou 
the high priest so ? Jesus answered 
him, If I have spoken evil, bear 
witness of the evil : but if well, why 
smitest thou Me ? Now Annas had 
sent Him boimd imto Caiaphas the 
high priest, and with him were 
assembled all the chief priests and 
the elders and the scribes. And 
Peter followed Him afar off, even 
into the palace of the high priest. 
And when they had kindled a fire 
in the midst of the haU, and were 
set down together, Peter sat down 
among the servants, and warmed 
himsdf at the fire, to see the end. 
Now the chief priests, and elders, 
and all the council, sought false 
witness against Jesus, to put Him 
to death; but found none: yea, 
though many &lse witnesses came, 
yet found they none; their witness 
agreed not together. At the last 
came two false witnesses, saying, 
We heard Him say, " I am able to 
destroy the temple of God, that is 
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made with hands, and within three 
dajs I will build another made 
without hands." But neither so did 
their witness agree together. And 
the high priest stood up in the 
midst, and asked Jbsub, saying, 
Answerest Thou nothing? what is 
it which these witness against Thee ? 
But He held His peace, and an- 
swered nothing. Again the high 
priest asked Him, and s%id unto 
Him, I adjure Thee by the living 
Gk)D, that Thou tell us whether 
Thou be the Chbist, the Son of 
Gt0J> ? Jesus saith unto him, Thou 
hast said : nevertheless I say unto 
you, Hereafter shall ye see the Son 
of Man sitting on the right hand of 
power, and coming in the clouds of 
heaven. Then the high priest rent 
his clothes, saying, He hath spoken 
blasphemy; what further need have 
we of witnesses? behold, now ye 
have heard His blasphemy. What 
think ye ? And they all condemned 
Him to be guilty of death. And 
the men that held Jesus mocked 
Him, and smote Him. And some 
began to spit on Him, and to cover 
His Face, and to buffet Him ; and 
when they had blindfolded Him, 
they struck Him on the Face, and 
others smote Him with the palms 
of their hands, saying. Prophesy 
unto us, Thou Chbist, who is he 
that smote Thee ? And many other 
things blasphemously spake they 
against Him. And as Peter was 
beneath in the palace, there cometh 
one of the maids of the high priest, 
(the damsel that kept the door;) 
and when she saw Peter she looked 
upon him, and said, And thou also 
wast with Jesus of Nazareth. Art 
not thou also one of this Man's 
disciples? But he denied before 
them all, saying. Woman, I know 
Him not, neither understand I what 
thou sayest. And he went out into 
the porch ; and the cock crew. And 
the servants and officers stood there, 
who had made a fire of coals ; for 
it was cold : and they warmed them- 
selves : and Peter stood with them, 
and warmed himself. And after a 



little while, when he was gone out 
into the porch, another maid saw 
him, and said unto them that were 
there, This fellow was also with 
Jesus of Nazareth. They said 
therefore xmto him. Art not thou 
also one of His disciples? And 
again he denied with an oath, I do 
not know the Man. And about 
the space of one hour after, another 
confidently affirmed, saying, Of a 
truth this fellow also was with 
Him : for he is a GalilBean. And 
they that stood by said again to 
Peter, Surely thou art one of them : 
for thou art a Galilsean, and thy 
speech agreeth thereto. One of the 
servants of the high priest, being 
his kinsman whose ear Peter cut 
ofi*, saith. Did not I see thee in the 
garden with Him? Peter then 
began to curse and to swear, saying, 
I know not this Man of whom ye 
speak. And immediately, the second 
time^ while he yet spake, the cock 
crew. And the Lobd turned, and 
looked upon Peter. And Peter rer 
membered the word of ihe Lobd, 
how He had said imto him, Before 
the cock crow twice, thou shalt deny 
Me thrice. And when he thought 
thereon, he went out, and wept bit- 
terly. 

(B.) And as soon as it was day, the 
elders of the people and the chief 
priests and the scribes came toge- 
ther, and led Him into their council, 
saying. Art Thou the Chbist ? tell 
us. And He said unto them, If I 
tell you, ye will not believe : and if I 
also ask you, ye wiU not answer Me, 
nor let Me go. Hereafter shall the 
Son of Man sit on the right hand of 
the power of God. Then said they 
all, Art Thou then the Son of Ood ? 
And He said unto them, Ye say that 
I am. And they said. What need 
we any farther witness ? for we our- 
selves have heard of His own mouth. 
And straightway when the morning 
was come, all the chief priests held 
a consultation with the elders of the 
people, and scribes, and- the whole 
council, against Jesus to put Him 
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to death. And when they had 
bound Him, the whole multitude of 
them arose, and led Him away from 
Caiaphas unto the hall of judgment, 
and delivered Him to Pontius Pi- 
late the gOTemor : and it was early. 
Then Judas which had betrayed 
Him, when he saw that He was 
condemned, repented himself and 
brought again the thirty pieces of 
silver to the chief priests and el- 
ders, saying, I have sinned, in that 
I have betrayed the innocent blood. 
And they said, What is that to us ? 
see thou to that. And he cast down 
the pieces of silver in the temple, 
and departed, and went and hanged 
himself. And the chief priests took 
the silver pieces, and said. It is not 
lawful for to put them into the trea- 
sury, because it is the price of blood. 
And they took counsel, and bought 
with them the pott«r's field, to bury 
strangers in. Wherefore that field 
was called. The field of blood, unto 
this day. Then was fulfilled that 
which was spoken by Jeremy the 
prophet, saying. And they took the 
thirty pieces of silver, the price of 
Him that was valued. Whom they of 
the children of Israel did value : and 
gave them for the potter's field, as 
the LoBD appointed me. And they 
themselves went not into the judg- 
ment hall, lest they should be defiled : 
but that they might eat the passover. 
Pilate then went out imto them, 
and said, What accusation bring ye 
against this Man? Th^ answered 
and said unto him. If He were not 
a male£Bu;tor, we would not have de- 
livered Him up imto thee. Then 
said Pilate unto them, Take ye Him, 
and judge Him according to your law. 
The Jews therefore said unto him. It 
is not lawftd for us to put any man 
to death : that the saying of Jesus 
might be fulfilled, which He spake, 
signifying what death He should 
die. Then Pilate entered into the 
judgment hall again, and called Je- 
sus, and said unto Him, Art Thou 
the King of the Jews P Jesus an- 
swered him, Sayest thou this thing 
of thyself, or did others tell it thee 



of Me? Pilate answered, Am I a 
Jew? Thine own nation and the 
chief priests have delivered Thee 
unto me: what hast Thou done? 
Jesus answered, My kingdom is not 
of this world : if My kingdom were 
of this world, then would My ser- 
vants fight, that I should not be 
delivered to the Jews: but now is 
My kingdom not from hence. Pi- 
late therefore said unto Him, Art 
Thou a king then? Jesus an- 
swered. Thou sayest that I am a 
king. To this end was I bom, and 
for this cause came I into the world, 
that I should bear witness unto the 
truth. Every one that is of the 
truth heareth My voice. Pilate 
saith unto Him, What is truth? 
And when he had said this, he went 
out again unto the Jews, and saith 
unto them, I find in Him no fiiult 
at all. But ye have a custom, that 
I should release unto you one at 
the Passover : will ye therefore that 
I release unto you the King of the 
Jews? Then cried they a& again, 
saying, Kot this Man, but Barabbas. 
Now Barabbas was a robber. Then 
Pilate therefore took Jesus, and 
scourged . Him. And the soldiers 
platted a crown of thorns, and put 
it on His Head ; and they put on 
Him a purple robe, and said. Hail, 
King of the Jews ! and they smote 
Him with their hands. Pilate there- 
fore went forth again, and saith 
unto them. Behold, I bring Him 
forth to you, that ye may know that 
I find no fault in Him. Then came 
Jesus forth, wearing the crown of 
thorns, and the purple robe. And 
Pilate saith unto them. Behold the 
Man ! When the chief priests there- 
fore and officers saw Him, they cried 
out, saying. Crucify Him, crucify 
Him. Pilate saith unto them. Take 
ye Him, and crucify Him : for I 
find no fii,ult in Him. The Jews 
answered him, We have a law, and 
by our law He ought to die, because 
He made Himself the Son of Qod. 
When Pilate therefore heard that 
saying, ha was the more afiraid : and 
went again into the judgment hall. 
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and saith unto Jesus, Whence art 
Thou P But Jesus gave him no an- 
swer. Then saith Pilate unto Him, 
Speakest Thou not imto me ? know- 
est Thou not that I have power to 
crucify Thee, and haye power to re- 
lease Thee ? Jbsus answered, Thou 
couldest hare no power at all against 
Me, except it were given thee from 
above: therefore he that delivered 
Me unto thee hath the greater sin. 
And £rom thenceforth Puate sought 
to release Him : but the Jews cried 
out, saying. If thou let this Man go, 
thou art not Ceesar's friend : whoso- 
ever maketh himself a king, speaketh 
against Gsraar. When Pilate there- 
fore heard that saying, he brought 
Jesus forth, and sat down in the 
judgment seat, in a place that is 
called the Pavement, but in the He- 
brew Qabbatha. And it was the 
preparation of the passover, and 
about the sixth hour. And Jesus 
stood before the governor : and they 
began to accuse Him, saying. We 
found this fellow perverting the na- 
tion, and forbidding to give tribute 
to Cffisar, saying, &at He Himself 
is Chbist a King. And Pilate the 
governor asked Him, saying. Art 
Thou the King of the Jews ? And 
Jesus said unto him. Thou sayest 
it. And the chief priests accused 
Him of many things : and when He 
was accused of the chief priests and 
elders. He answered notlun^. And 
Pilate asked Him again, saymg, An- 
swerest Thou nothing? Behold, 
hearest Thou not how many things 
they witness against Thee ? And He 
answered him to never a word ; in- 
somuch that the governor marrelled 
greatly. Then said Pilate to the 
chief priests and to the people, I 
find no fiiult in this Man. And 
they were the more fierce, saying, 
He stirreth up the people, teaching 
throughout all Jewry, beginning 
from Gkililee to this place. When 
Pilate heard of G-alUee, he asked 
whether the Man were a Gtililsean. 
And as soon as he knew that He be- 
longed unto Herod's jurisdiction, he 
sent Him to Herod, who himself 



also was at Jerusalem at that time. 
And when Herod saw Jesub, he was 
exceeding glad : for he was desirous 
to see Him of a long season, because 
he had heard many things of Him ; 
and he hoped to have seen some mi- 
racle done by Him. Then he ques- 
tioned with Him in many w<»ds; 
but He answered him nothing. And 
the chief priests and scribes stood 
and vehemently accused Him. And 
Herod with his men of war set Him 
at nought, and mocked Him, and 
arrayed Hun in a gorgeous robe, and 
sent Him again to Pilate. And the 
same day Pilate and Herod were 
made friends together: for before 
they were at enmity between them- 
selves. And Pilate saith unto the 
Jews, Behold your King ! But they 
cried out, Away with Him, away 
with Him; crucify Him. Pilate 
saith unto them, Shall I crucify 
your King ? The chief priests an- 
swered, We have no king but Gsesar. 
And Pilate, when he had called to- 
gether the chief priests and the 
rulers and the people, said unto 
them. Ye have brought this Man 
unto me, as one that perverteth the 
people : and, behold, I, havine ex- 
amined Him before you, have round 
no faidt in this Man touching those 
things whereof ye accuse Him : no^ 
nor yet Herod: for I sent you to 
him; and lo, nothing worthy of 
death is done by Him. I will there- 
fore chastise Hun, and release Him. 
Now at that feast the governor was 
wont to release tmto the people one 
prisoner, whomsoever they desired. 
(For of necessity he must release 
one imto them at the feast.) And 
they had then a notable prisoner, 
called Barabbas, which lay bound 
with them that had made insurrec- 
tion with him, who had committed 
murder in the insurrection. And 
the multitude crying aloud, began 
to desire him to do as he had ever 
done unto them. Therefore when 
they were gathered together, Pilate 
said imto them. Whom wiU ye that 
I release unto youP Barabbas, or 
Jesus which is called Chjkist? 
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Wot he knew that the chief priests 
had delivered Him for envy. When 
he was set down on the judgment 
seat) his wife sent unto him, saying, 
Have thou nothing to do with that 
jiMt Man : for I have suffered many 
things this day in a dream hecause 
of Him. But the chief priests and 
elders persuaded the multitude that 
ihey should ask that he should ra- 
ther release Barabbas unto them, 
tmd destroy Jjssus. And they cried 
out all at once, saying, Away with 
this Man, and release unto us Bar^ 
abbas. Pilate therefore, willing to 
release Jestts, spake again unto 
them. Whether of the twain will ye 
that I release unto you ? They said, 
Barabbas. Pilate saith unto them, 
What shall I do then with Jesvb 
which is called OhbistP unto Him 
whom ye call the King of the Jews P 
And they cried out again, saying, 
Crucify Him. And the governor 
said unto them the third time. Why, 
what eril hath He done? I have 
found no cause of death in Him : I 
will therefore chastise Him, and let 
Him go. And they were instant 
with loud voices, requiring that He 
might be crucified. And they cried 
out the more exceedingly. Crucify 
Him. When Pilate saw that he 
could prevail nothing, but that 
rather a tumult was made, he took 
water, and washed his hands before 
the multitude, saying, I am innocent 
of the blood of tMs just person : 
«ee ye to it. Then answered all the 
people, and said, His blood be on 
us, and on our children. And the 
Toices of them and of the chief 
priests prevailed. And so Pilate, 
willing to content the people, gave 
sentence that it should be as they 
required. And he released imto 
them him that for sedition and 
murder was cast into prison, whom 
they had desired ; but he delivered 
Jisus, when he had scourged Him 
to their wiU, to be crucified. 



(C.) Then the soldiers of the go- 
vernor took Jebus into the common 



hall, called Prsstorium ; and gathered 
unto Him the whole band of soldiers. 
And they stripped Him, and put on 
Him a scarlet robe. And when 
they had platted a crown of thorns, 
they put it upon His head, and a 
reed in His right hand : and they 
bowed the knee before Him, and 
began to salute Him, and mocked 
Him, saving. Hail, King of the 
Jews! And they smote Him on 
the head with a reed, and did spit 
upon Him, and bowing their knees 
worshipped Him. And when they 
had mocked Him, they took off the 
purple from Hftn, and put His own 
clothes on Him, and led Him out to 
crucify Him. And as they led Him 
away, they laid hold upon one Simon, 
a Cyrenian, who passed by, coming 
out of the country, and on him they 
laid the cross, that he might bear it 
after Jesus. And there followed 
Him a great company of people, 
and of women, which also bewailed 
and lamented Him. But Jesus, 
turning unto them, said, Daughters 
of Jerusalem, weep not for Me, but 
weep for yourselves, and for your 
children. For, behold, the days 
are coming, in the which they shall 
say. Blessed are the barren, and the 
wombs that never bare, and the paps 
which never gave suck. Then shall 
they b^n to say to the mountains. 
Fail on us ; and to the hills, Cover 
us. For if they do these things in 
a green tree, what shall be done in 
the dry ? Aiid there were also two 
other, malefiu}tors, led with Him to 
be put to death. And He bearing 
His cross went forth, and when 
they were come unto a place called 
Golgotha, which is, being inter- 
preted. The place of a skull, they 
gave Him vinegar to drink mingled 
with gall : and when He had tasted 
thereof, He would not drink. There 
they crucified Him, and the two 
malefactors with Him, one on the 
right hand, and the other on the 
left, and Jesus in the midst. Then 
said Jesus, Fatheb, forgive them ; 
for they know not what they do. 
And P^te wrote a title, and put it 
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on the cross. And the writing was, 
JESUS OP NAZARETH THE 
KINa OP THE JEWS. This title 
then read many of the Jews : for 
the place where Jesus was cruci^ed 
was nigh to the city: and it was 
written in Hebrew, and Greek, and 
Latin. Then said the chief priests 
of the Jews to Pilate, Write not. 
The King of the Jews ; but that He 
said, I am King of the Jews. Pi- 
late answered. What I have written, 
I haye written. Then the soldiers, 
when they had cruciiBied Jesus, took 
His garments, and made four parts, 
to eveiy soldier a part; and also 
His coat : now the coat was without 
seam, woven from the top through- 
out. They said therefore among 
themselves, Let us not rend it, but 
cast lots for it, whose it shall be ; 
that the scripture might be fulfilled, 
which was spoken by the prophet, 
They parted My garments among 
them, and upon My vesture did 
they cast lots. These things there- 
fore the soldiers did. And it was 
the third hour, and they crucified 
Him. And sitting down they 
watched Him there, and set up over 
His Head His accusation ; and the 
superscription of His accusation 
was, THIS IS JESUS THE KING 
OP THE JEWS. And with Him 
they crucify two thieves j the one 
on His right hand, and the other 
on His left. And the scripture was 
fulfilled, which saith. And He was 
numbered with the transgressors. 
And the people stood beholding. 
And they that passed by railed on 
Him, wagging their heacJs, and say- 
ing. Ah, Thou that destroyest the 
temple, and buildest it in three days, 
save Thyself. If Thou be the Son 
of God, come down from the cross. 
Likewise also the chief priests mock- 
ing Him, with the scribes and elders, 
derided Him, saying. He saved 
others ; Himself He cannot save. 
Let Him save Himself, if He be 
Cheist, the chosen of QoD. H He 
be the King of Israel, let Him now 
come down from the cross, that we 
may see, and we will believe Him. 



He trusted in God ; let Him deliTec 
Him now, if He will have Him : for 
He said, I am the Son of God. And 
the soldiers also mocked Him, com- 
ing to Him, and offering Him vine- 1 
gar, and saying. If Thou be tbe^ 
King of the Jews, save Thys^.l 
And a supersmption also was wnk- 
ten over Him in letters of Gh»ek» 
and Latin, and Hebrew, THIS £3 
THE KING OP THE JEWS. J 
The thieves also, which were entoii- 
fied with Him, cast the same in SHs 
teeth. And one of the male&ctors 
which were hanged railed on Him, 
saying. If Thou be Chbist, save 
Thyself and us. But the other 
answering rebuked him, sayiag. 
Dost not thou fear God, seeing 
thou art in the same oondemna^on ? 
And we indeed justly ; for we re- 
ceive the due reward of our deeda : 
but this Man hath done nothing 
amiss. And he said unto Jxsus, 
liOBD, remember me when Thou 
comest into Thy kingdom. And 
Jesus said unto him, Yerily I say 
unto thee. To-day shalt thou be 
with Me in paradise. Now there 
stood by the cross of Jesus His 
Mother, and His Mother's sister, 
Mary the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalene. When Jesus 
therefore saw His Mother, and the 
disciple standing by whom He loved. 
He saith imto His Mother, Woman, 
behold thy son ! Then saith He to 
the disciple, Behold thy Mother! 
And from that hour that cUsoiple took 
her tmto his own home. And when 
the sixth hour was come, there was 
darkness over the whole land until 
the ninth hour. And the sun was 
darkened, and about the ninth hour 
Jesus cried with a loud voice, say- 
ing, Eli, Eiii, laha sabachthaki? 
which is, being interpreted. My GOD^ 
My God, why hast Thou forsaken 
Me ? And some of them that stood 
l^, when they heard it, said. Behold^ 
He.calleth for Elias. After Hkm, 
Jesus, knowing that all things were 
now accomplished, that the sorip- 
ture might be fulfilled, saith, I 
thirst. Now tiiere was set a veraeL 
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foil of yinegar: and statughtway 
one of them ran, and took a sponge, 
and filled it with yinegar, and put it 
on a reed, and eave Him to drink. 
The rest said, Let be, let us see 
whether Elias will come to save 
Him. When Jesub therefore had 
reoeired the yinegar, He said, It is 
finished : and the yeil of the temple 
was rent in the midst. And when 
^B8UB had cried with a loud yoioe. 
He said, Fatheb, into Thy hands I 
commend My Spirit: and hayins 
Bud thus. He bowed His Head, and 
gare up the ghost. And, behold, 
the yeil of the temple was rent in 
twain firom the top to the bottom ; 
and the earth did quake, and the 
rocks rent; and the grayes were 
opened; and many bodies of the 
saints which slept arose, and came 
out of the grayes after His Resur- 
rection, and went into the holy city, 
and appeared unto many. And 
when the centurion, which stood 
oyer against Him, and they that 
were with him watching Jebxts, 
saw the earthquake, and those things 
that were done, and saw that He 
so cried out, and gaye up the ghost, 
tiiey feared greatly, saying, Truly 
this was the Son of God. And all 
the people tliat came together to 
that sight, beholding the things 
which were done, smote their breasts, 
and returned. And all His acquaint- 



ance, and the women that followed 
Jesus firom Gkdilee, ministering unto 
Him, stood afiu* off, beholding these 
things ; among whom was Mary 
Magdalene, and Mary the mother of 
James the less and of Joses, and 
Salome, (who also, when He was in 
Gulilee, followed Bom, and ministered 
unto Him;) and many other women 
which came up with Him unto Je- 
rusalem. The Jews therefore, be- 
cause it was the preparation, that 
the bodies should not remain upon 
the cross on the Sabbath-day, (for 
that Sabbath-day was an high-day,) 
besought Pilate that their legs might 
be broken, and that they might be 
taken away. Then came the sol- 
diers, and brake the legs of the first, 
and of the other which was crucified 
with Him. But when they came to 
Jesus, and saw that He was dead 
already, tliey brake not His legs : 
but one of the soldiers with a spear 
pierced His Side, and forthwith came 
thereout blood and water. And he 
that saw it baore record, and his re- 
cord is true ; and he knoweth that 
he saith true, that ye might belieye. 
For tliese thmgs were done, that the 
Scripture should be fulfilled, A bone 
of Him shall not be broken. And 
again another Scripture saith. They 
shall look on Hun Whom they 
pierced.

them, we may at length reach that 
place where, with all Thy Saints and 
elect, we shall praise and bless Thy 
boundless goodness and mercy for 
evermore.

NOTES ON THB VISITATION OF THE SICK. 



1. The Olereyman ftfaould remem- 
ber that he TUits the sick as a Priest, 
not as a mere sympathizing friend. 
He has to do for the soul of the sick 
man what the physician has to do 
for his body,— to ascertain the dis- 
ease, and apply the remedies. 

2. All bodily as well as spiritual 
sickness is the consequence of sin, 
personal or original, therefore the 
time of sickness especially calls for 
the ministration of the physician of 
the souL 

3. The soul and body react upon 
one another, so that in sickness of 
the body the soul also suffers from 
torpor or undue sensitiveness, for 
either of which the Priest must make 
allowance in drawing his conclusions 
as to the spiritual condition of the 
sick man. 

4. Therefore the Priest should 
visit at a time when the patient is 
least under these disturbmg influ- 
ences, i.e. generally speaking, from 
11 a.m. to 3 p.m., of course avoiding 
the patient's meal time. Evening 
visits often destroy his night's rest, 
and should never be made except in 
case of great urgency. 

6. In the evening the mind of the 
sick man is most of all out of tune. 
Expressions of religious feeling are 
then especially untrustworthy, being 
usually the result of mere physicid 
excitement or exhaustion. 

6. A quarter of an hour is gene- 
rally long enough for a visit. When 
the patient is very languid a much 
shorter one is desirable. 

7. Never, except in extreme cases, 
visit a sick man more than once a 
day. (1) Because too frequent calls 
lower his estimate of the religious 
character of the act. (2) Because 
they are mostly a source of both 



mental and physical distress and ir- 
ritation to him. 

8. If you have made an appoint^ 
ment for a sick call, be very puno* 
tual, for the straia of watching for a 
delayed visit is exciting and hurtful. 

9. Never allow a patient to be 
awakened. 

10. On entering, give the saluta- 
tion, " Peace be to iSnB house." 

11. Enter and leave the sick 
chamber without lingering, but also 
without abruptness or hurry. 

12. Avoid all noise, as the sudden 
closing of doors, loud talking, &c., 
but do not speak too low to the pa- 
tient himself, nor whisper to nis 
friends in the room such things as 
he is not intended to hear. This is 
especially important if the person be 
seewnngfy unconscious, for the sense 
of hearing is often retained in such 



13. Clear the room if crowded. 

14. Do not sit on nor touch the 
bed. 

15. Never let a patient stand. 

16. Vary your visits, in long cases, 
as much as possible, by bringing pic- 
tures, books, &o. 

17. Avoid gossip, but if you can 
give pleasant intelligence do so. 

18. Speak calmly and gently, but 
decidedly and concisely. Read 
slowly and distinctly. 

19. Never preach or pray at the 
sick. In the case of hajrdened sin- 
ners trust to private intercession, 
and when with them pray in the 
first person — " we^" " us," — ^not in 
the third. 

20. Do not begin arguing with 
sick dissenters ; &ad some point of 
agreement with them, and so lead 
them on. 

21. Avoid giving false encourage- 
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ment as to recoveij, and also oyer- 
commiseration. 

22. Find or suggest some occu- 
pation for the si(^ person, if fea- 
sible. 

28. Encourage the sick man, if at 
variance with any one, to send a 
yerbal message of kindliness bjiihe 
Priest. 

24 The Priest should not write 
a will for a sick person saye under 
most exceptional circumstance and 
when no one else competent can be 
procured. He should not recom- 
mend special legacies, but urge the 
sick person in general terms to 
justice and charity. 

25. A summons to a private Bap- 
tism should be attended to without 
the least delay. The Priest is ad- 
vised to take a surplice, stole, vessel, 
and fail linen cloth. 

26. On first visiting a new case he 
should ascertain whether the patient 
has been baptized. If not, he should 
at once begin to instruct him for 
Baptism, as the Office for the Visi- 
tation of the Sick is intended only 
for the baptized. 

27. If the sick person be near 
death, he is to be briefly instructed 
in the following truths: the Holy 
Trinity, the Incarnation, the Atone- 
ment, and its appUcation through 
the Sacraments. 

28. On the sick man'i expression 
of belief in these truths, and of sor- 
row for his past sins, the Priest may 
proceed to baptize him. 

29. The Office to be used will be 
The Office for the Baptism of those 
of Biper Years, with such abridg- 
ment as may be necessary. 

80. Very ignorant persons, un- 
fEunihar with prayers, should be 
taught short Acts of I>eyotion. The 
following may serve : 

I. Act of Faith. 

1 believe in Thee, O Ga^ the 
Fathbs, my Maker. I believe in 
Thee, O Ck)D the Sow, my Savioub. 
I believe in Thee, O God the Holy 
Ghost, my Helper. Glory be to 



Thee, O Holt Tbihitt, Three Per- 
sons and One GkxD. 



n. Act qfHope. 

merciful Gk)D, in Thee is my 
hope ; O cast not out my soul, but 
save it for Jesub Chbist*b sake. 
Amen. 

in. Act qfLove. 

1 love Thee, O Fathbb, Who 
didst give Thy Son for me. I love 
Thee, O Chbibt, Who didst die for 
me. I love Thee, O Holt Ghost, 
Who dost bless me. Amen. 

iV. Act qf Sorrow. 
O God, I repent of all my sins 
against Thee, forgive me, and make 
me holy for Jbbvb Chbist'b sake. 
Amen. 

Some of the Ejaculations, pp. 7 
and 122 (No. 85), may also be taught 
to the sick. 

81. On a first visit the Priest 
should impress upon the patient 
that sickness is of God*s permission, 
and is the consequence of sin, ori- 
ginal or personal. The Exhortation 
in the Visitation Office, read with 
comments, is suitable for this pur- 
pose. 

32. The sick poor are generally 
more struck with what is read out 
of their own Bible and Prayer Book. 
This should be remembered if what 
is to be read is likely to be strange 
to them. 

38. When a general idea of sin 
has been impressed on the patient, 
the fiict of his own personal sinful- 
ness should be urged on him. 

34. With those who assert that 
they have never done any harm, the 
Priest should explain that sins of 
omission are as bad as sins of com- 
mission ; e.g., to starve a child is as 
bad as to poison it. 

85. In examination of conscience 
the Priest may employ the Notes on 
the Commandments (pp. 157, 158). 
The explanation of our duties in the 
Cateohism, if used, would recal early 
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86. Many who are prejudiced 
aeoinst the teord '* Confession ** will 
gmdly avail themselyes of the thinffj 
n suggested to them with tact, and 
without abruptness. 

87. To do this, the Priest may 
suggest to the patient such con- 
siderations as the comfort of making 
a clean breast ; the danger to him- 
self of underrating or ignoring real 
evils; and the greater likelihood 
that the Priest can give him useful 
advice and real consolation, if he 
knows what kind of life he has 
hitherto led. Quotations £rom the 
Exhortation to Communion may be 
cited with advantage. 

88. In case the sick man has 
wronged another either by word or 
deed, the fullest restitution possible 
should be urged upon him. 

89. Where enmity has existed, 
the sick man shall be asked whether 
he can fully and freely assent to 
the following declaration of forgive- 
ness : 

" I humbly beg forgiveness of all 
whom I have injured; I heartily 
forgive all who have injured me, 
that I myself may be forgiven my 
sins, for JEsrs Chbibt's sake. 
Amen." 



40. The Communion of the Sick 
should be celebrated, as regards 
altar furniture and ritual, with as 
much resemblance as possible to 
the service in Church. This will 
impress the identity of the rite on 
the sick. 

41. The Priest should carry with 
him the Vessels, Ac., and would do 
well to take not only the Wine, but 
also the Bread and the Water. He 
should have a spoon with which 
to communicate the sick, in case 
of difficulty of swallowing. Small 
pocket Communion plate is unde- 
sirable. 

42. The same amount of inteUi- 
gent &ith in the Holy Eucharist is 
not to be exacted from all classes of 
persons. It suffices that a com- 
municant should believe that our 



LoBD Jesus Chbist feeds our souls 
with His Body and Blood, and that 
he come to the Sacrament with sor- 
row for past sins, and resolve of 
unendment. 

43. It is well to have a district 
visitor or other fit person to make 
the responses, who might also be 
instructed to prepare the sick room 
for the Celebration. 

44. The Priest should inquire as 
to the sick person's capability of 
swallowing or retaining food. If 
the answers are so unsatisfactory as 
to involve the risk of any irrever- 
ence, he should confine himself, for 
the time being, to the use of the 
Office for Spiritual Commimion (p. 
75.) 

45. Before beginning to celebrate, 
he should inquire who among those 
present design to communicate, 
and should arrange them conve- 
niently. 

46. In chronic oases the sick 
should communicate at least as fre- 
quently as during previous health. 
The Collect, Epistle, and Gospel /or 
the day may be fitly used. 

47. Unconfirmed children, if in- 
telligent, and otherwise fitly dis- 
pose, should becommunicatea,how- 
ever young, when in danger of death. 

48. Adults of feeble mind, and 
deaf and dumb persons, may also 
be communicated, if they show feith 
and penitence according to the mea- 
sure of their capacity. 

49. Insane persons may be com- 
municated during lucid intervals, 
provided their previous life has not 
made them unfit. 

50. Idiots, and insane persons, 
during aberration, are never to be 
communicated. 

51. During the death-agony spi- 
ritual consolation is especially needed. 
The Priest should therefore endea- 
vour to be present at each death-bed 
in his parish. To insure this, he 
should instruct the friends of per- 
sons in dangerous sickness to sum- 
mon him when death seems to be 
ai^roaching. 

52. As a visit of tiiis nature may 
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be indefinitely protracted, the deyo- 
tions used must be such as can be 
made to extend over a considerable 
time. 

53. The Harmonized Passion Lec- 
tions should always be used, and 
three or four Passion Collects in- 
serted after each portion. Hymns 
and litanies may also be fitly intro- 
duced* 



54 The Priest would often do well 
to confer with the medical attendant 
as to the exact condition of the sick 
person. He may thus, by remind- 
ing those about the sick of the me- 
dical instructions as to diet, ven- 
tilation, visits of Mends, &c., assist 
the cure, and also aid in checking 
infection and panic in epidemic 
cases. He may often prevent the 
spread of sickness by recommending 
attention to personal cleanliness, 
drainage, ventilation (especially in 
bed-rooms), warm dothing, &c. 

55. Wine or brandy should not 
be provided without the permission 
of the medical man. 



56. As a personal precaution, the 
Priest should take food before visit- 
ing infectious cases, except, of course, 
when about to celebrate the Holy 
Communion, and should stand to 
" windward" of such patients. 

57. In case of sudden insensi- 
bility from £untness or loss of blood, 
with pallor qf/aeSf let the patient 
be laid hcmzontally, and the head 
low. Loose the dress about the 
throat and chest, and give warm 
brandy and water. If accom- 
panied with struggling and rednets 
o/faeey the head should be raised, 
afber loosening the dress, and no 
stimulants given. The room must 
be cleared, and cold water sprinkled 
on the face. 

5& In case of poisoning, the 
stomach should be relieved by co- 
pious draughts of warm salt and 
water or mustard and water. If 
by opium, keep the patient awake 
by any means till the arrival of the 
medi(»l man ; e.g., by making him 
walk barefoot on a stone floor. No 
antidotes should be given without 
medical advice. 
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1. The Confessional is the tri- 
bunal of mercy, not that of justice. 

2. The practice of Chsist in deal- 
ing with sinners is the pattern which 
a Confessor should set before him. 

8. Therefore the quaUties of a 
good Confessor are (1) gentleness in 
receiving sinners ; (2) penetration in 
dealing with them ; (3) vigour in re- 
buking and applving remedies. 

4. The church, or at least its 
vestry, is the proper place for hear- 
ing Confessions. Avoid hearing 
them, especially those of women, in 
private houses, save in the case of 
sick persons. 

5. Let all be done with as little 
mystery as possible, and as openly 
as is consistent with the nature of 
the ordinance. 



6. The Priest, when hearing Con- 
fessions, should be vested in cas- 
sock, surplice, and violet or black 
stole. 

7. A quarter of an hour is usually 
a sufficient time for an ordinary 
Confession. 

8. Cases may occur when a longer 
time is required, such as a first Con- 
fession, or a general Confession made 
at a subsequent period. The Priest 
should not hurry the penitent, nor 
betray weariness or impatience at 
the time which is occupied. 

9. Therefore it is well not to fix 
such a time for hearing Confession 
as must insure great briefness, e.g., 
just before Divine Service. 

10. Before hearing the Confession 
of a stranger, it is expedient to in- 
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quire hie occupation and poBition in 
Hfe ; whether he have ever con- 
fessed hefore, and if so, how long 
since, and why he has changed his 
Confessor; whether he haye com- 
plied with the directions last given 
him ; whether, if he he an ignorant 
person, he knows the Greed and the 
Ten Commandments ; hut the Priest 
has no right to ask his name. 

11. In ordinary cases, it is well 
that the heads (but only the heads) 
of the confession be written down 
by the Penitent^ that the Priest 
may refer to them in making his 
comments. The order of the De- 
calogue is the most oonyenient. 

12. Penitents who come without 
previous preparation should be sent 
back, unless the want of preparation 
arises firom ignorance, or from some 
sudden cause needing prompt at- 
tention. 

13. The Priest should pay special 
attention to class sins ; e.g., dis- 
honesty amongst traders, drunken- 
ness amongst the poor, sloth and 
luxury amongst the rich, formalism 
amongst dei^, &c. 

14. He is not to interrupt the 
penitent^ as a rule, so long as he 
goes on with his confession, but he 
may interpose to help when fear or 
ignorance has checked him. 

15. He is to interrupt in any of 
the following cases : (1) if the pe- 
nitent import the name of any per- 
son into his confession — ^he is there 
to confess his own sins, not an- 
other's ; (2) if he begin making ex- 
cuses for himself; (8) if he be prolix, 
or wandering from the point; (4) 
if he be coarse. 

16. The Priest is to be especially 
careful not to allow any token of 
astonishment or disgust to escape 
him, lest he should repel or dis- 
hearten the penitent 

17. As a general rule, he is to 
avoid questioning the penitent (ex- 
cept in case of absolute necessity), 
and especially as to kinds of sin to 
which he has made no reference in 
his confession. Questions are worse 
than useless when he can gather as 



much as is needful for him to know 
without them. 

18. He should always inquire 
whether the penitent has performed 
the penance last enjoined him, and 
whether he has tried to make amends 
in case of wrong-doing. Other oases 
in which he should question are — 
(1) when a penitent is too ignorant^ 
too nervous, or too timid to make a 
continuous statement ; (2) when the 
Priest has reason to suspect that 
some important particular, which 
either aggravates the offence or is 
necessary to account for it, is kept 
back; (3) when it is needful for 
him to know whether the sin con- 
fessed is an isolated act or part of a 
chain of habit; (4). when he has 
from other sources Imowledge of sin 
which the penitent has not oon- 
fessed ; (5) when he has reason to 
believe that the penitent is uncon- 
scious o( or underrates, some sin. 
In a word, the duty of a confessor 
is to ascertain what is the real bur- 
den on the penitent's souL 

19. The Priest should take most 
especial care not to suggest any new 
sinful idea to the mind of the peni- 
tent, nor to teach him any evil for- 
merly unknown to him. This is 
unspeakably important in the case 
of very young persons, since for 
them ignorance of evil is often better 
even than knowledge of good. 

20. When a penitent is afraid to 
confess any particular sin, the Priest 
may often encourage him by assum- 
ing that his sin is much graver than 
any which he is likely to have com- 
mitted. 

21. A frequent change of Confes- 
sors is to be discourag^ : for such 
change is often due to mere capiioe, 
or to an unwillingness to break off 
habits which the former confessor 
has condemned, and which it is 
hoped that the new one may over- 
look. 

22. Cases in which Absolution 
should be refused or deferred are as 
follows: (1) when the Confession 
appears to be merely formal, without 
any real penitence ; (2) when the 
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penanoe enjoined at s preyious Con- 
fession has been neelectod $ (3) when 
no signs appear of any effort being 
.made to overcome the besetting sin ; 
(4) when the penitent decHnes to 
avoid company and plaoee, out of 
the path of his duty, which tempt 
him to sin ; (5) when he continues, 
without absolute necessity, in a call- 
ing which tends to lead him into 
sin; (6) when no attempt at for- 
giveness, amends, or restitution has 
been made in the case of enmity, 
scandal, or wrong-doing ; (7) when 
the Priest knows that the penitent 
is keeping back some sin which he 
ought to confess, unless such know- 
ledge is derived from the confession 
of another person, in which case he 
has no right to use it against the 
penitent. 

23. The Priest should carefully 
impress upon penitents that pe- 
nances are in no respect payment or 
atonement for sin. They are merely 
(1) tests of contrition, by showing 
readiness on the part of the penitent 
to undergo punishment ; (2) reme- 
dies to prevent the repetition of 
sin. 

24. Penances must be adapted to 
the age, sex, condition, and spiritual 
needs of each penitent ; e.g., fasting 
is imsuitable for invalids and chil- 
dren, and long forms of devotion 
for the ignorant. 

25. The spiritual questions to be 
considered in imposing penances are 
(1) the degree of sinfiUness ; (2) the 
condition of the penitent ; (3) the 
amount of correction needful, l^e 
severity as well as the kind of pe- 
nance will vary according to these 
conditions. 

26. A good penance is one which 
is at once punitive, remedial, and 
simple. 

27. A penance is a bad one which 
is unduly severe or lax, or which 



consists of minute or complicated 
details difficult to be carried out. 

28. Bemedial penances commonly 
consist of acts of a nature directly 
opposite to that of the sins com- 
mitted. For examples, see pp. 158 
—160. 

29. In estimating the gravity of 
a fault, the Confessor should re- 
member that its heinousneijs de- 
pends rather on the premeditation 
with which it has been committed, 
than upon the consequences which 
it involves. 

30. The Confessor should endea- 
vour to ascertain what is the beset- 
ting sin of the penitent, and should 
direct his efforts and arrange his 
penances rather for its eradication 
than for the suppression of any 
casual manifestation of sin. 

31. It is sacrilege of the very 
gravest kind for the Priest to dis- 
close what has been revealed to him 
in Sacramental Confession. His 
silence must extend (1) to all things 
actually confessed, of which he may 
not speak, out of the confessional, 
even to the penitent himself, except 
by the desire or permission of the 
latter ; (2) to the offences of other 
persons casually referred to in con- 
fession, and not otherwise known to 
the Priest ; (3) to all hints, inuen- 
does, or indirect references as to the 
matter of confession, and, as a rule, 
to the names of the penitents. If 
the Priest meet with a case with 
which he does not know how to 
deal, and for whose treatment he 
must seek advice, he should state it 
iQ such broad and general terms as 
to avoid any probability of identify- 
ing the person on whose behalf he 
makes the inquiries. The obliga- 
tion to silence on the part of the 
Priest does not terminate with the 
death of the penitent, but is per- 
petually binding. 
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NOTES ON DmBOTION. 



1. The obJMt of Direction u to 
form Jbbus Chbist in the sonl 
(GbL iy. 19), and espeoiall^ to give 
a religions tone to secular hfe. 

2. Direction, therefore, is guidance 
in questions of practical action, af- 
forded to Christians in doubt or 
cUfficuUy, by one who is wiser in 
spiritual matters than th^« 

8. Therefore, imlike the Sacra- 
mental rites of the Church, the effi- 
cacy of Direction depends on the 
personal character and abilities of 
the Director. 

4. It follows that although a 
Priest may not decline the office of 
Confessor, which is part of his or- 
dinary ministerial duty, he is at 
liberty to decline that ot a Director 
if he feel himself incompetent to 
fulfil its requirements. 

6. There is thus no necessary con- 
nection between the office of Di- 
rector and Confessor, although for 
oonyenienoe' sake they are frequently 
combined. Thus the Exhortation in 
the Communion Office implies that 
*' ghostly counsel and adrioe" are to 
be sought for from the Priest who 
pronounces " Absolution." 

6. As no sacerdotal character is 
necessary for giying adyiee in spirit- 
ual things, the office of Director may 
be, and ofben has been, exercised by 
Laymen. 

7. The natural Director of a wife 
is her husband, of a child its parents, 
and nothing but graye feults of omis- 
sion or conmiission can excuse the 
interposition of any other person, 
eyen of a Priest. 

8. Direction has chiefly to do with 
adjusting the conflicting claims of 
Society and of the Church, of con- 
yentional laws and of Eyangelical 
precepts, and, in general, where 
temporal and spiritual weU-i>eing 
seem to be opposed. 

9. The adyioe giyen should be of 
an eminently practical nature, and 



take as a rule the common sen^e 
yiew of a subject. 

10. Therefore, whilst the best Di- 
rector is one who combines deep 
spirituality with profound intellect, 
yet, when these qualifications are 
not to be found imited, mental power 
and experience should haye the pre- 
ference. 

11. A Director should oon&ie 
himself to genertd guidanoe, and 
enter as little as possible into minute 
details. He should endeayour rather 
to instil maxims and principles, than 
to construct a code of mmute ob- 
senrances. 

12. The amount of detail wiH yary 
according to the intelligence of the 
inquirer ; the less instructed he is, 
the more definite must be the rules 
laid down for his guidanoe. 

13. The Director should aim at 
strengthening the sense of personal 
responsibility in those who consult 
him, and at increasing the sensi- 
tiyeness and yigour of their con- 
sciences. 

14. Oyer-direction commonly wea- 
kens the conscience by leading per- 
sons to lean rather upon external 
aid than upon those natural instincts 
of right and wrong which haye been ; 
implanted in them by God. A wise 
Physician will discourage the ha- 
bitual use of drugs, and will rather ' 
urge attention to regimen and ex- 1 
ercise. ] 

16. The Director should therefore 
reserye his aid for matters of real: 
difficulty. If applied to in simple } 
and obyious cases he should rathier, ji ' 
by appealing to the conscience of the ■> 
inquirer, endeayour to draw the an- i 
swer from his lips. 

16. To ayoid the graye perils of 
oyer-direction, the Director will take . 
care that the interviews which hej 
grants shall be short and infre- 
quent. 

17. In matters of doubt or of oon-

flicting duties, the less pleasant way 
is usually the safer. 

19. Persons often imagine that 
they are compelled to commit one 
of two sins, and will seek counsel as 
to which is the less heinous. The 
Director must always point out that 
such an altematiye of moral eyil is 
impossible. There must always be 
a right path, since otherwise GoD 
would be the compeller to sin. 

19. As the Director has to deal 
chiefly with external modes of action, 
his counsels must be indefinitely mo- 
dified according to the condition of 
those who consult him. 

20. He should remember that 
whilst it is impossible to fix the 
moral standard too high, yet the 
practical standard in such matters 
as devotions, almsgiving, acts of self- 
denial, &c., must fiuctuate according 
to individual needs and circum- 
stances. 

21. In dealing with persons who 
are troubled wiui unnecessary scru- 
ples, the Director will do well to 
suggest some course of active em- 
ployment for both mind and body 
which shall aim at the benefit or 
pleasure of another, in order to draw 
them out of themselves. 



22. In the case of persons of a 
demonstrative temperament, if the 
Director has reason to suppose them 
unreal and sentimental, he m^ as- 
certain the truth, and often efl»ct a 
cure, by counselling them to under- 
take some benevolent work of a rou- 
tine and uninteresting description. 

23. With persons of highly- 
wrought and enthusiafitio tempera- 
ment, he should point out that the 
most obvious and conunonplace 
duties, as they are the nearest, are 
also the most imperative, but if 
there be no signs of extravagance 
or neglect of local duties, the Di- 
rector should be careful not to 
check devotion which passes the or- 
dinary standard. 

24b A constant change of Di- 
rectors is unadvisable, but there are 
two cases in which it is desirable to 
sever the connection between guide 
and pupil. (1.) When constraint 
has grown up between them, and 
they are no longer on a footing of 
mutual confidence. (2.) When the 
pupil exhibits too blind and slavish 
a compliance with the suggestions 
of the Director, and appears to be 
substituting his dictates for the ope- 
rations of conscience. 



NOTES ON SINS, AND THEIB REMEDIES. 



Sins. 
Selfishness, in one form or an- 
other, will be found to be at the 
root of all personal sin. The fol- 
lowing are the forms in which sin 
most commonly violates the com- 
mandments : — 

First Commandment, 
Determining to disbelieve in Gk>D 
through a desire to follow sin, or 
through pride of intellect — ^Making 
a mock of religion or of sin — Put- 
ting some friend in the place of 
Gk)D — ^Doing wrong things, or omit- 
ting right things, in order to please 
man — Adopting a conventional 



standard in religious practice, for 
fear of giving offence — ^Pursuing 
steadily, as the main object in life, 
something from which religion is 
banished — Showing disbelief in 
God's mercy by despairing, or in 
His justice by presuming — Putting 
off repentance from sloth or self- 
will. 

Second Commandment, 
Neglect of Public Worship— of 
Baptism — Confirmation — ^Holy Eu- 
charist — ^Private Prayer — Gt)ing tO 
Church firom a wrong motive, e.g., 
respectability, vanity, curiosity, or 
gossip, merely for the music or 
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•ermon — ^Improper thoughts or be- 
hayiour at Cnuroh — Attending Dis- 
senting worship or religious meet- 
ings — Cnneoessary perusal of un- 
sound books, or oonyersation on 
religious topics with unsound per- 
sons. 

Third Commandment, 
Profane swearing — Careless or ir- 
reverent use of holj names, writings, 
or things— Superstitious use of the 
same — Using as oaths phrases re- 
sembling or suggesting holy names 
— Hypocrisy — Mechanical recita- 
tion of prayers — ^Talking too freely 
on reUgious subjects, eyen if not in 
a bad spirit. 

Fourth Commandment, 
Laziness or misspending time — 
Procrastination — Unnecessary work 
on Sundays or Festiyals — Missing 
Church, or causing others to miss 
it, on Sundays. 

Fifth Commandment, 

Disobedience or disrespect to pa- 
rents — Inattention to their wisnes 
or wants — Eye-service towards em- 
ployers — Neglect of family duties 
and claims — Of direction or advice 
of teachers — Harshness to inferiors, 
or neglect of their temporal or spi- 
ritual wants — Setting a bad ex- 
ample. 

Sixth Commandment. 

Hatred — Sullenness — Pride — 
Spitefulness — Vindictivenees — In- 
juring others in body or mind — 
Quickness of retort — Keviling —

Seventh Commandment,

in eelUng, taking advantage of the 
ignorance of a customer — ^Borrow- 
ing without returning — Extrava- 
gance—Contracting debts without 
having a reasonable prospect of 
paying — Giving insufficient wages 
or payment to servants or work- 
people — Ghivine short time or imper- 
fect work for Ml payment — Adul- 
teration — ^Using false weights and 
measures — Omitting tithes and 
almsgiving— Failing to make resti- 
tution — Wasting food, or anything 
useful — Taking credit due to an- 
other. 

Ninth Commandment. 

Lying, deception, or equivoca- 
tion — ^Breaking vows or promises —

Bemedixs fob Sur. 

To uproot sin, uproot selfishness 
OSom. xiii. 10) ; for he who lives 
lor others will have less time and 
inclination for following his own 
sins. 

As a help to self-mortifioation, 
some voluntary act may be per- 
formed, in addition to the prescribed 
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practice of the yirtue directly con- 
trary to the sin which is to he over- 
oome. 

It is, as a general rule, inexpedient 
to impose luiditional devotions hy 
-way of penance, as this tends to de- 
grade prayer into a formal and irk- 
some task : some act inyolyinff self- 
denial will he found more useM. 

When a sinful use has heen made 
of things lawful, abstain from the 
innocent use of such things. 

The Seven Deadly Sins will be 
found to include almost all ordinary 
offences. 

I. PBn>B,i.^e., thinking too highly 
of oneself is the conunonest form of 
selfishness. It includes unbelief, 
ostentation, vanity, disobedience 
and disrespect) harshness to infe- 
riors, spiritual self-conceit* Its con- 
trary vurtue is Humility. 

Remedies, — Discover the exact 
subject of the pride, in order to 
localize the treatment. 

If power or influence, compare 
your influence with that of kmgs 
and emperors, and theirs in turn 
with God's. Test the decree of 
your influence by trying to over- 
come some settled abuse ; its extent 
by change of scene to some place | 
where you are unknown ; its dura- 
tion by considering how long your 
labours ore likely to survive you. 

If knowledge or intellect^ compare 
yours with that of illustrious scho- 
lars, and theirs with God's omni- 
science. Sir I. Newton spoke of 
himself as a child picking up shells 
on the shore of the ocean of know- 
ledge. Begin the study of a new 
and difficult subject. Seek the con- 
versation of those superior to you 
in learning ; avoid the company of 
those who are likely to place you 
first. 

If wealthy consider how many 
things, and those the most valuable, 
it cannot buy, as health or peace of 
mind. It is not a possession, but 
a trust. Consider the poverty of 
our Lord and His Apostles. 

If ranky consider that its origin 
was due to merit in the first pos- 



sessors, and that rank without merit 
is a disgrace. Our Lord, though of 
royal descent, chose the life of an 
artisan, and refused to be made a 



id^. 



If phyeical g\ft8y consider their 
short duration,' and their liability to 
be lost by sickness or age. 

If character or reputation, con- 
sider whether people would praise 
you if they knew all your faults. 
Is your name known beyond a small 
circle P How soon vrill your place 
be filled up when you die ? 

Where pride has shown itself by 
disrespect or discourtesv, frank and 
ample apology should K>rm part of 
the amends. 

II. Akgeb. Neglecting Public 
Worship out of pique — ^Violent lan- 
guage — Sullenness — Spite— Cruelty 
— Provoking others to anger — Quar- 
relling — ^Bitter or irritating language 
— VindiotivenesB. Its contrary vir- 
tue is Patience. 

In case of a temptation to aneer, 
be silent for a few moments beiore 
speaking. Say the Lobd's Prayer 
secretly. If there be no time to do 
this, make the sign of the Cross on 
your hps. Do some kind act for 
the person with whom you are an- 
gry. Mention him in your private 
prayers. 

m. CoTBTOTTBiTESS, the Contrary 
virtue to which is liberality, was the 
sin of Judas Iscariot^ the only man 
of whose damnation we are quite 
certain. Practise regular and sys- 
tematic almsgiving. 

rV. Lust, the contrary virtue to 
which is chastity, is a part of man's 
physical nature, and therefore the 
more difficult to overcome. Hence 
flight from the objects of tempta- 
tion is safer than battie. The cnief 
encouragements to lust are idleness, 
high living, and languor, whether 
constitutional or brought on by 
sloth. The more vigorous is the 
health of the body, the less is it 
usually subject to lust. The pre- 
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ventives are — (1.) To bring some 
other thought before the mind, 
when tempted, or to engage the 
body in some immediate and active 
occupation. The bitter taste of a 
chip of quassia will often serre to 
drive away the first motions of evil 
thoughts. (2.) Early rising. (3.) 
Cold bathing. (4.) For men, brac- 
ing exercise and out-of-door occu- 
pation. For women, change of em- 
ployment without much exercise, 
and, when the temptation comes on 
in solitude, mixing in society. (5.) 
Moderate fsisting. The remedies 
are — (1.) In eudden cases, ejacula- 
tory prayer, and the use of the Sign 
of the Cross. (2.) In prolonged 
ones, severe fasting and hard lying, 
even on the floor. (3.) In eatreme 
cases, self-inflicted and sharp phy- 
sical suffering. 

V. Gluttony and Deunzennesb. 
Its contrary virtue is Temperance.* 
— Observe the &st8 of the Church 
with regularity and devotion. Com- 
pute the money saved by so doing, 
and give it to the poor. Take some- 
what less food than you are inclined 
to take, and of a co&rser or less far 
vourite kind. Meals should be few 
in number, and eatins at other times 
should be avoided. Ifdrink is sought 
for necessary excitement, seek a 
change of excitement in variety of 
scene, or society, in music, active 
exercise, &c. If taken to drown 
thought, the Priest should endea- 
vour to discover the cause, and apply 
remedies to that. The desire for 
drink may often be checked by an 
appetizing diet : in winter by warm 
food; in summer by the abundant 



use of fruit. Where excessive use of 
spirit or opium has become habitual, 
their sudden cessation is fraught with 
great physical and moral dangers s 
very gradual but steady diminutioii 
should be recommended. Where 
the penitent sees no safety save in 
total abstinence, the Priest should 
not check him. A. loathing for al- 
coholic liquor has been created by 
mixing it with every article of food 
or drink for a short time. 

VI. Envy. Its contrary virtue 
is Love. Its remedies are per- 
sistence in Intercessory Prayer; 
domg kind actions, or speaking kind 
words in behalf of the object of our 
envy: seeking out those who are 
less favoured than ourselves, and 
trying to help them. 

Vn. Sloth, the contraiy virtue to 
which is Diligence, gives rise to both 
lust and theft. Begin by fixing the 
times of maming and evening prayer, 
the former at an early hour, and 
take care not to swerve from them 
without positive necessity. Select 
some one piece of work to be done 
each day at a fixed time, and involv- 
ing some labour. When this has be- 
come a habit, add another task, imtil 
the day is mapped out. Where fixed 
duties already exist, do fitrst that 
which is nearest in point of order, 
not that which is liked best. Em- 
ploy amusement as relaxation after 
work, not as the business of life. 
The formation of habits is the only 
way to secure spiritual advancement, 
and this must be acquired by the 
fidthfcd discharge of petty every-day 
duties. 



NOTES ON THE PBACTICE OF HOLINESS. 



The Three Theological Virtues are 
Faith, Hope, and Charity. The 
Four Cardinal Virtues are Justice, 
Prudence, Temperance, and Forti- 
tude. The Three kinds of Good 



Works are, Fasting, Prayer, wid 
Ahnsdeeds. The Seven GHb[ts of the 
Holy Qhost are, the Spirit of 
Wisdom, Understanding, Counsel, 
Ghostly Strength, Knowledge, True 
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Godliness, and Holy Fear. The 
Twelve firuits of the Holt Q-host 
are, Love, Joy, Peace, Patience, 
Mercy, GK>odness, Longsuffering, 
Meekness, Faith, Modesty, Chas- 
tity, Sobriety. The Spiritual Works 
of Mercy are, to instruct the igno- 
rant (Dan. xii. 3), to correct of- 
fenders (S. James v. 19, 20), to 
counsel the doubtful (Gkd. vi. 1), to 
comfort the afflicted (Bom. xii. 15), 
to suffer injuries with patience (S. 
Matt. V. 89), to forgive offences and 
wrongs (S. Luke vi. 37), to pray for 
the living and the dead (S. James v. 
16 ; 2 S. Tim. i. 18). The Corp<jral 
Works of Mercy are, to feed the 
hungry (S. Matt. xxv. 35), to give 
drink to the thirsty (lb.), to' clothe 
the naked (lb. 36), to harbour the 
stranger and poor (Isa. Iviii. 7), to 
visit the sick (S. Matt. xxv. 36), to 
minister to prisoners (lb.), to bury 
the dead (Tobit xii. 12, 13). 

Ab all Christian excellence con- 
sists in likeness to Chbibt's obedi- 
ence, the practice of Humility is at 
the root of all holiness. Its exer- 
cise, as in the case of all other vir- 
tues, consists in (1) Meditation on 
the life of Chbist, and the com- 
parison of our own with it. (2.) 
Prayer for grace. (3.) Outward and 
inward acts of self-abnegation. 

When praise or self-esteem has 
excited vanity, think of your greatest 
sin, and make at once the following 

Act of Humility. 
Woe ifi me that pride hath blinded 
mine eyes. Show me my sins in 
Thy light, O Lobd : humble me and 
save me for Jesus Chbist's sake. 
Amen. 

Avoid making excuses when found 
fault with, even to yourself. 

If vain of freedom from some par- 
ticular fault, examine narrowly (1) 
Whether the &ct really is so. (2.) 
Whether the freedom is due to suc- 
cessful resistance, or merely to the 
absence of temptation. (3.) Whether 
the contrary sin is not the dominant 
one of your character. A blind man 



is not pure mierely because he does 
not sin through the lust of the eyes. 

When slighted or insulted, think 
of your Lokd's rejection by the 
Jews. 

Practise courtesy to all as a Chris- 
tian duW. 

Avoid giving unnecessary trouble 
in all caaes. 

Do not insist obstinately on your 
just rights, unless those of others, 
or some principles are involved. 

When tempted to spiritual pride, 
change your usual form of self-ex- 
amination for a more searching one $ 
note down all deviations from the 
strict line of Chiistian duty, and 
compare the result with the obedi- 
ence of the Saints and Angels, end- 
ing with an act of humility. 

The three stages of humility are 
to endure (1) Patiently, (2) Will- 
ingly, (3) Joyfully. 

Humility teaches to serve others, 
and is therefore the parent of good 
works and kindness. It prompts to 
the subjugation of the body, -and 
thus encourages chastity and tem- 
perance. It teaches a reliance upon 
G-OD rather than on ourselves, and 
thus confers patience and fortitude. 
Each of these virtues must however 
be promoted by special acts of me- 
ditation and prayer, of which those 
made at the celebration of the Holy 
Eucharist are most efficacious. Hu- 
mility will inspire self-distrust, and 
hence constant watchfulness in guard- 
ing against little relapses, and will 
banish all publicity and ostentation 
from good works. 

Frequent qjaculatory prayer of- 
fered throughout the day, as well as 
in all moments of temptation, will 
serve to keep the soul on the alert. 

The greater portion of the prayers 
offered up should be intercessory, 
lest prayer itself should take the 
form of selfishness. 

When troubled with wandering 
in pray^, recommence the inter- 
rupted devotion. If it continues, 
change the posture of the body, and 
Assume an inconvenient one. If the 
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distractions are chronic, change the 
deTotions for rery short and fervent 
forms, especially such as refer to the 
Passion. 

Take care that your prayers be 
not that your own will may be 
done. 

When prayer seems to be unan- 
swered, it is from one of two rea- 
sons: either the thing prayed for 
would be hurtful to you, or the gift 
sought is withheld to try your faith. 
In either case change the form of 
devotion to one simply asking Gk>D 
to do His good pleasure. 

Dryness and coldness of devotion 
are not necessarily signs of unspi- 
rituality. They may result from 
^1) Disordered physical con4ition; 
(2) Beaction after exceptional reli- 
gious excitement or devotion; (3) 
Secret sin ; (4) A desire on God's 
part to try us as He tried His Son. 



Those affected in this manner 
should by no means remit or shorten 
their customary devotions, but add 
to them at stated periods Ps* xxii. 
Devotional poetry will often relieve 
the soul of its burdens. To ofmit 
our devotions at such times as ire 
cease to feel pleasure in perfonmng[ 
them, is to treat them as personu 
luxuries rather than as acts of posi- 
tive duty towards Gk>D. 

As the practice of Holiness haa fyt 
its object the future enjoyment of 
6k>D'B visible Presence, so we should 
mskke acts of His Presence in prayer 
and meditation a part of our regi^ 
spiritual training. These act<8 should 
at first be made weekly, and gra- 
dually increased in number and con- 
tinuity, until thev become habitual, 
and at length brmg the whole daily 
life into dose relation to Divine 
things. 



INSTRUCTIONS ON CHEISTIAN DOCTEINE. 



The Holy GWnity, One Ck>D, was 
not plainly revealed to the Jews, 
lest they should fall into the error 
of the heathen, and imagine that 
there were more Gods than One. 
Still the doctrine was shadowed 
forth in the Old Testament (Gen. i ; 
iii. 22 ; xL 7 ; Ps. xxxiii. 6 ; ex. 1 ; 
Isa. vi. 3). 

The Imowledge of the mystery 
was not necessary until the Second 
Person of the Holy Trinity had be- 
come Man, and the Third Person 
was about to become the Teacher 
of the Church (S. John xiv. 26J. 
Tlierefore the revelation was made 
to us at the Baptiun of Chsist, 
when His public ministry began. 

In the New Testament GoD is re- 
vealed to us as Three Persona^ Fa- 
THEB, Son, and Holt Ghost (S. 
Matt, xxviii. 19; 2 Cor. xiii. 14), 
all equal (S. John v. 17, 18 ; x. 80 ; 
xiv. 9, 11 ; Acts V. 3, 4), but still 
as only Oiie Gk)D (1 Cor. viii. 4; 
Bph. iv. 6). God the Fathbb is 



revealed to us as the First Cause of 
all things (1 Cor. viii. 6) ; God the 
Son as the Creator (S. John i. 1, 3; 
CoL L 16) and Bedeemer (Bom. iv. 
24, 26 ; 1 Cor. xv. 3 ; 1 S. Pet. ii. 
24) ; God the Holy Ghost as the 
Life Giver (S. John vi 63 $ Bom. 
viiL 2, 11; 2 Cor. iiL 6), Teaclier 
(S. John xvi. 13; 2 S. Pet. i. 21), 
and Sanctifier (GaL vi. 8). 

The Cbsed. 
I. / heUeve in God , . . earth : 
i.e. I am thoroughly persuaded as 
being Gk>D's truth that He is to be 
looked upon as a Fathsb (2 Chron. 
XX. 20$ Heb. xi. 6) ; 1, as the 
Creator of all things (1 Cor. viii. 6; 
Eph. iv. 6) ; 2, as the Fatheb of 
Jesus Chbist (S. John i. 18; iiL 
16 ; 2 Cor. i. 3) ; 8, as the Fathbb 
of the Baptized (Btom. viii 16 ; IS. 
John iii. 1) ; of mfinite Power (Jer. 
xxxii, 17, 18, 27; Dan. iv. 85; S.

and therefore that we should re- 
nounce our own merits, and trust 
entirely to His ; our Prophet (Acts 
ill 22), and therefore accept His 
teaching in all things; our Priest 
(Ps. ex. 4; Heb. iy. 14; yii. 25), 
and therefore look to His Sacrifice 
alone for salyation ; our Lord and 
King (Isa. ix. 6 ; Jer. xxiiL 5 ; Bom. 
xiy. 9), and therefore obey Him in 
all thmgs (2 Cor. x. 5), as haying 
died for each one of us (Ckd. ii. 20 ; 
2 S. Pet. ii. 1). «* Why call ye Me 
LoBD, Lord," &c. P (S. Luke yi. 46) . 

in. Conceived of the Holy Ghost 
. . . Mary. Here we haye the mys- 
tery of the Incamation: (1) Chbist's 
Perfect Godhead (S. Matt. i. 20; 
1 Tim. iii. 16); (2) His Perfect 
Manhood (S. Luke ii. 52; xxiy. 89 ; 
Heb. iL 1^ 17). He became Man 
that He might suffer for sin, **for 
without shedding of blood," &c. 
(Heb. iz. 22), and that in the same 
nature which had sinned (Heb. ii. 
14) ; that He might sympathize 
with man's infirmities (He^b. iy. 15), 
and leaye us an example (Phil. ii. 
5—7; 1 S. Pet. ii. 21). Hence it 
is our duty to hold £ast our profes- 
sion (Heb. iy. 14), and our contort 
that we may apply to Him in the 
fullest confidence (Heb. iy. 16). 

IY. Suffered under Pontius Pilate 



. . . hell: i.e. Chbist suffered not 
only in fulfilment of the prophecies 
(Isa. Uii 4; Dan. ix. 24—27 ; Acts 
iii. 18) and of the types (Qesu xxii. 
6 ; S. John xix. 17 ; Il^umb. xxi. 9 ; 
S. John iii. 14), but for us (Gel. iii. 
13; IS. Pet ii. 24; iiL 18), and 
thereby redeemed us (Bey. y. 9). 

A belief in Chbistb sufferings, 
death, and burial, requires us to re- 
flect that ours are trifling in com- 
parison (cf. 2 Cor. iy. 17 ; S. Matt, 
xxyi. 38), nothing to what we de- 
serye (1 S. Pet. iy. 17). By them 
we partake of Chbist'b sufferings 
(2 Cor. iy. 10 ; PhiL iU. 10). We 
are called to bear the Cross, and be 
crucified with Chbist (Gal. ii. 20 ; 
y. 24 ; yi. 14) ; to take up the Cross 
(S. Luke ix. 23). By oontinuinff in 
sin, we -crucify Him afresh (Heb. 
yi. 6). Being buried with Him in 
Baptism, we should walk in newness 
of life (Bom. yL 4) . If we are par- 
takers of His sufferings, we shaU be 
also of His consolation (2 Cor. i. 5 ; 
2 Tim. ii. 11, 12). Present suffer- 
ings are not comparable with future 
glory (EU)m. yiii. 18). By them we 
are prepared for future glory (Bom. 
yL 3, 5, 8, 9). 

Y. T%e third day . . . dead, as He 
had foretold (3. Mark yiii 31; x. 
34), His Besurrection beins a token 
of His Diyinity (Bom. i. 4), of full 
satis&ction haying been made for 
sin (S. Luke xxiy. 46, 47 ; Bom. iy. 
25 ; IS. Pet. i. 3, 21), and of our 
resurrection (Bom. yi. 5 ; yiii. 11 ; 
1 Thess. iy. 14). 

YI. He ascended » , , the Father 
Almighty. This expresses our be- 
lief that our Lobd's Human Body 
is in heayen, as well as His soul and 
Diyinity (S. Luke xxiy. 39, 61; 
Acts iy. 9, 10). He ascended in 
order to send the Comforter (S. 
John xyL 7) to abide in, and guide 
the Church (S. John xiy. 16, 17) ; 
to present His Sacrifice to the Fa- 
THEB (Heb. yii. 17, 24, 25 ; yiii. 1 ; 
ix. 24), thus making intercession for 
us (Bom. yiii 34), and being our 
Mediator (1 Tim. ii. 5) and Adyo- 
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cate with the Fathbb (1 S. John 
ii. 1). He thus alio u shown to be 
our Prince and Sayiottb (Acts t. 
81), the Head of His Church ^ph. 
i. 22) ; and will remain at God's 
right hand untU all His enemies are 
put under His feet (Heb. x. 13). 

A belief in these two articles of 
the Creed requires of us that we 
should arise from the death of sin 
(Eph. V. 14} CoL iii. 1, 2), and 
henceforth have our oonyersation in 
heaven (Phil. iii. 20|), looking for- 
ward hopefully to C/HBISt's re-ap- 
pearance (Tit. ii. 13 ; Heb. vi. 19, 
20), and trusting now to His inter- 
cession (Heb. Yii. 25), and in the 
Comforter Whom He has sent to 
help us to live a risen and heavenly 
life (S. John xiv. 26 ; Rom. v. 5 j 
viiL26j Eph. ii. 18). 

Vn. F^om thenee He . , , . dead. 
Hence we believe that all men, living 
(1 Thess. iv. 15, 17) and dead (lb. 
iv. 16), must appear before the judg- 
ment-seat of Chbist (2 Cor. v. 10 ; 
Acts X. 42), to give account for all 
things, however secret (Ecd. xii. 
14) ; thoughts (1 Cor. iv. 6 ; Acts 
viii. 22), words (S. Matt. xii. 36, 
37; S. Jude 15), works (S. Matt, 
xvi. 27 ; Eom. ii. 6 ; Bev. xi. 12, 
13), and omissions (S. Matt. xxv. 
42 ; S. Luke xii. 47 ; S. James iv. 
17). The Judgment will be sudden 
(S. Mark xiii. 85—37 j 2 S. Pet. iii. 
10), and the final lot of all then 
pronounced (S. Matt. xxv. 34,41, 
46) ; a motive to repentance (Acts 
xviL 30, 31 5 2 Cor. v. 9, 10; 2 S. 
Pet. iii. 9). 

Vni. / believe in the Holy Ghost 
That He is not only a real Person, 
distinct from the Fatheb and the 
Son (S. John xv. 26), Very and 
Eternal God (Acts v. 8, 4), but that 
He is also the Giver of spiritual life 
(Bom. viii. 2 j 2 Cor. iiL 6), by re- 
generating us in Holy Baptism (S. 
John iii. 5 ; Titus iii. 5), strengtii- 
ening us in Confirmation (Acts viii. 
17; Eph. iii. 14, 16), giving His 
mysterious energy to the Holy Eu- 



charist (S. John vi. 63), enlighten- 
ing our understanding, (S. Luke xii. 
12 } Eph. i. 17, 18), sanctifying our 
win (1 Cor. vi 11 ; 1 S. Pet. i. 2), 
working in us a lively faith (1 Cor. || 
xii. 9) ; making our fiiith D-uitfdl |. 
(Gal. V. 22; Bom. v. 5) ; guiding '. 
us (Bom. viii 14) ; comforting us j 
(S. John xiv. 16) ; quickening us i 
(Bom. viii. 10, 11) ; interceding Tor ,| 
us, and teaching us to pray (Ham.. [ \ 
viii. 26). 

Hence we must pray for His in- 
fluence and assistance, with the in- 
tention of using them (1 Cor. xii. 7), 
for He is often grievcki (Eph. iv. 30), 
and His influence may be quenched 
(1 Thess. V. 19) ; since Gk>D will not 
always strive with man (Ghen. vi 3). 

IX. In the Holy Catholic Church, 
the Communion of Saints, The 
Church, which is the Body of 
Chbist (Eph. i 22, 23), and tlie 
pillar and ground of the truth 
(1 Tim. iii. 15), embraces the bap- 
tized (Acts ii. 41, 47), who hold the 
true feith (Bom. vi 17 ; 2 Tim. i. 
13). It is essential that we should 
belong to the Church (Acts ii. 47), 
because it is the Body of Chbist, 
and severed (x^^P^O ^^^ Him we 
can do nothing (S. John xv. 5, 6). 
He is the Door (S. John x. 9), and 
the only way of access to the Fa- 
thbb (lb. xiv. 6 ; Eph. ii 18—20). 
WilM separation is a sin (2 Thess. 
iii. 6). We are warned against it 
(Bom. xvi 17; 1 Cor. i 10), be- 
cause it is contrary to Chbist*s 
prayer (S. John xvii 20 — 23), and 
because the Body is One (1 Cor. xii. 
12; Eph. iv. 3— 6). 

The Church is holy, though 
containing many unholy members 
(1 Cor. xi. 17 — 19) ; compare the 
Jewish nation (Exod. xix. 6 ; Bent, 
vii. 6). Members of the Church 
called *' saints," at the same time 
that they are accused of grievous 
sins (PhU. i. 1 ; iii. 18.) 

Hence follows a belief in the first 
privilege of the Church, ie. the 
Commmiion of Saints ; a mysterious 
bond of union wrought in the 
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Churcli by the Sacraments, Holy 
Baptism (1 Gor. xii. 18), the Holj 
Eucharist (1 Cor. x. 17). This com- 
munion is with the Fatheb (S. 
John xyii 21 ; xiv. 23 ; IS. John 
i. 8) ; the SoK (Gal. iii. 27, 28) ; 
the Holy Ghost (1 Cor. iii. 16 ; 
xii. 13; Phil. ii. 1); the Holy 
Angels (S. Matt, xyiii. 10 ; S. Luke 
XT. 7, 10 ; Heb. i. 14) ; the Saints 
liying (Kom. xii. 6 ; 1 Cor. xii. 26) 
and departed (Col. i. 12 ; Bey. yi. 
9 — 11). But without hoHness true 
communion cannot be perfectly 
maintained (1 S. John L 6, 7). 

X. The Fbrffivenew qf Situ, ori- 
ginal (Bom. y. 8—10, 12, 19) and 
actual (Acts y. 31), is the second 
priyilege of the Church j for Chbist 
is the Sayiotjb of the Bod^ (Eph. 
y. 23). This forgiyeness is ordi- 
narily dispensed through the ordi- 
nances of the Church ; — Holy Bap- 
tism (S. Mark xyi. 16 ; Acts iL 88 ; 
xxii. 16) ; Holy Communion (S. 
Matt. xxyi. 28); Absolution (S. 
Matt, xyi 19 ; S. John xyii 22 ; xx. 
21,23; 2 Cor. y. 18— 20). 

This belief should lead us to — 
faith (Acts x. 43); repentance (S. 
Luke xxiy. 47 ; Acts iii 19) ; con- 
fession (1 S. John i 9) ; loye (S. 
Luke yii. 47) ; forgiyeness (S. Matt, 
xyiii. 23—35 ; S. Luke yi. 87). 

The unpardonable sin is either 
rqjection of Chbist as the Savioxtb 
(S. John iii 86; Acts iy. 12), or 
obstinate and final impenitence (S. 
Luke xiii. 8 ; Bey. ii. 5, 16). 

XI. The Resurrection of the Body 
IFlesh"] . Foreshown by Chbist rais- 
ing the dead (S. Matt. ix. 18, &c. ; 
S. Luke yii. 12, &c. ; S. John xi. 
11, &c.), and by His Own Besurreo- 
tion (S. Luke xxiy. 39). Positiyely 
declared (S. John y. 25 ; Acts iy. 
2; xxiy. 15; xxvi 8; 1 Cor. xy. 
20, &c. ; 2 Cor. iy. 14 ; 1 Thess. iy. 
14, &c.; Bey. xx. 13). Some will 
rise to happiness, some to misery 
(Dan. xii. 2; S. Matt. xxy. 34, 41, 
46 ; S. John y. 28, 29) . The bodies 
of the just will be glorified (Phil, iii 



21 ; 1 S. John iii. 2) ; thi^ fore- 
shadowed by the Tnmsfiguration 
(S. Matt. xyu. 2) . If we are sincere 
Christians, death ought to haye no 
terrors for us (2 Cor. y. 1) ; if not, 
the greatest terror (Isa. xxxiii. 14). 

XII. The Life Everlasting, Of 
perfect happiness to the good (S. 
Matt. xiii. 43 ; 1 Cor. ii. 9 ; Bey. 
yii 16, 17 ; xiy. 18 ; xxi. 4), misery 
to the wicked (S. Luke xiii. 28; 
Bey. xiy. 10, 11; xx. 10—14; xxi. 
8) ; in either case to be eyerlasting 
(S. Matt. xxy. 46; S. Mark ix. 43 
—48 ; 2 Thess. i. 9 ; Bey. xx. 10) : 
though there will be difibrent de- 
grees of happiness .(S. Matt. xyi. 27 ; 
XX. 23 ; S. John xiy. 2 ; 1 Cor. xy. 
41, 42) and of misery (S. Mark xii. 
40; S. Luke xii. 47, 48). 



The Commandments. 

Sin is the transgression of the law 
(1 S. John iii. 4) : it is necessary 
therefore to know what the law is, 
and Chbist has said that the bap- 
tized are to be taught it (S. Matt, 
xxyiii 20), and that eteomal life 
depends on our keeping it (S. Matt, 
xix. 17 — 19) : further summing it 
up imder two great heads (S. Matt. 
xxii 86—39 ; S. Luke x. 25—28). 
The keeping of the Commandments 
is a test of our loye of God (1 S. 
John ii 3—6). 

Rules for Interpreting the Ten Com' 
mandments, 

1. When a duty is commanded 
the contrary sin is forbidden, and 
ffice versd. 

2. When a general rule is giyen, 
it includes all duties and sins which 
come under that head, as well as 
eyerything which leads to them. (Ps. 
cxix. 96.) 

2. They are to be understood in 
the spirit as well as in the letter, as 
Chbist has shown. (S. Matt. y. 
17, &o.) 

4. They enjoin duties as well as 
forbid sins, and therefore condemn 
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acts of omiMion aa well aa those of 
commisaion (S. Luke zii. 47; S. 
James iv. 17.) 

5. They are couched in the ue- 
cand person singular^ to show that 
each of us individuaUj is bound to 
keep them. 

The First Commandment 
Forbids unbelief of all kinds (S. 
John yiiL 24) ; hypocrisy (S. Matt, 
xxiii. 5, 14 ; 2 Tim. iii. 5) ; careless- 
ness about religion (Exod. v. 2 ; Ps. 
X. 4) ; pride (S. James iv. 6) ; pre- 
sumption (Job XT. 25) ; despair (Ps. 
xlii. 6, 7). It enjoins on us to be- 
lieye in Gk>D (2 Chron. xx. 20 ; Heb. 
xi. 6) ; fear Him (Deut. x. 12 ; S. 
Luke xii. 6 ; Heb. xii. 28) ; love 
Him (S. LidLe x. 27; 1 Cor. xvL 
22 ; 1 S. John y. 8) ; and to give 
our heart to Gk>D (Prov. xxiii. S^.) 

The Second Commandment 
Forbids us to put anything in the 
place of God (Exod. xxxiy. 14 ; Isa. 
xlii. 8 ; Jer. xyii. 6) : to try to serve 
God and Mammon (S. Matt. vi. 24^ ; 
to neglect His worship (Heb. x. 26) ; 
to worship Him in a wrong way 
(Lev. X. 1 ; 2 Thess. iiL 6). It en- 
joins us to worship Him (2 Kings 
xvii. 36 ; S. Matt. iv. 10 ; S. John 
ix. 81) ; give Him thanks (Ps. L 
14 J 1 Thess. V. 18 ; Eph. v. 20) j 
^ut our whole trust in Him (Prov. 
lii. 6 ; Isa. L.IO ; Jer. xyii. 7 ; 1 S. 
Pet. y. 7) ; and call upon Him (Ps. 
1. 15 ; Isa. Iv. 6 $ Bom. x. 18). 

That children suffer temporal pun- 
ishment for their parents' sins, we 
see in the case of extravagant or 
profligate parents, but not eternal 
punishment (Ezek. xviii 19, 20). 

The Third Commandment. 

[The Name of Gk)D, often used 
for God Himself (S. Matt. vi. 9 ; S. 
Luke i. 49 ; S. John i. 12 ; Acts 
iv. 7).] Forbids false oaths (Lev. 
xix. 12 ; Zech. viii. 17 ; S. Matt. v. 
88) ; profime swearing (S. Matt. v. 
34—37 J S. James v. 12) ; and curs- 
ing (S. Matt. v. 44 ; Bom. iii. 14) ; 
blasphemy and irreverence (Lev. xix. 
12; xxi.6; xxiL2; CoL iii. 8). It 



enjoins reverence for God, especially 
in speaking of Him (Ps. xxix. 2; 
cxix. 6 ; Phil. iL 10, 11) ; His house 
(Lev. xix. 80; S. Matt. xxL 12; 

1 Cor. XL 22) ; ministers (1 Thess. 
y. 12, 13 ; 1 Tim. v. 17) ; Scrip- 
tures (Acts xvii. 11; Bom. xv. 4; 

2 Tim. iii 15—17; S. James i 21, i 
22) ; ordinances (S. John vi. 53 — | 
58 ; 1 Cor. xi. 23—29) ; keeping j 
vows (Deut. xxiii. 23 ; EccL v. 4.) < 

The Fourth Commandment | 

Forbids the waste or improper use ' 
of time (Prov. vi. 6, 9 ; Bom. xii. 
11 ; Eph. iv. 28; 1 Thess. iv. 11), 
Enjoins especially the due observ- 
ance of the LoBD S Day. 

The Jewish holy seasons were part 
of that ceremonial law fulfilled in 
Chbist (CoL ii. 16, 17), Who is 
LoBD of the Sabbath (S. Matt. xii. 
8). The spirit of the Command- 
ment is that one day in seven should 
be devoted to the worship of Q^OD. 
The precise day altered by the 
Church, probably by Chbist's com- 
mand (S. John xxi. 25 ; Acts i. 3), 
certainly by His sanction: for He 
appeared to the Apostles when as- I 
sembled for worslup on this dav \ 
(S. John XX. 19, 26). The Holy ,| 
Ghost descended (Acts ii. 1 — 4). ,| 
The first day afterwards the special I 
dajr for worship (Acts xx. 7 j 1 Cor. ; 
XVI. 1, 2). The Lobd's day to be j 
observed by attendance on public ' 
worship (Deut. xxxi. 12, 13j S. i 
Matt, xviii 20; Heb. x. 25); by 
abstaining from the ordinary busi- ., 
ness of me (N"eh. xiii. 15, 16), ex- ! | 
cept in cases of necessity (S. Matt. 
xii. 1, 11, 12 ; S. Mark ii. 27). The 
Jews' Sabbath was not to be a day 
of gloom (Isa. Iviii. 13, 14), much 
less the Christian Sunday. Acts of 
worship should be performed with 
joyfulness (S. James v. 13 ; Eph. t. 
19 ; Col. iii. 16), being the employ- 
ment of the Angels (S. Luke ii. 13), 
and the heavenly host (Bev. iv. 8 — 
11 ; v. 11, 12). 

The Fifth Commandment. 
The last six Commandments 
summed up (S. Matt vii. 12 - uii. 
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39 ; Bom. xiii. 9), means that we 
should lore our neighboun in the 
same way, consistently with the Gos- 
pel, not in the same degree that we 
love ourselves. Enjoins children to 
love and honour (Deut. xxi. 18 — 21 ; 
IVoT. i. 8, 9 ; S. Matt. xv. 4 ; S. Luke 
ii. 51), and succour (Gten. xlyii, 12 ; 
S. Mark vii. 10—13 ; 1 Tim. r. 4) their 
parents. To obey rulers and magis- 
trates (Titus iii. 1 ; 1 S. Pet. ii. 13 ; 
2 S. Pet. ii. 10), and teachers (Proy. 
V. 10 — 13). It includes also the 
duties of the clergy to their flocks 
(Acts XX. 28), and ffice versd (Mai. 
ii. 7 ; S. Luke x. 16 ; 1 Cor. ir. 1 ; 
Heb. xiii. 7, 17) ; superiors to in- 
feriors (Rom. xii. 16; 1 Tim. yi. 
17, 18), and vice versd (Bom. xiii 
7) ; the old to the young (Titus ii 
4-— 8), and vice verid (Ley. xix. 32 ; 
Job xxxii. 4 5 1 8. Pet. y. 6). The 
respective duties of parents and 
children, husbands and wives, mas- 
ters and servants treated of (Eph. 
V. and vi. ; Col. iii. and iv. ; Titus 
ii.) The wickedness of persons in 
authority no excuse for disobeying 
them (S. Matt, xxiii. 2, 3), unless 
they command us to do what is sin- 
ful (Acts iv. 19 ; v. 28, 29, 41, 42). 
Punishment threatened to bad child- 
ren (Prov. XX. 20). 

The Sixth Commandment 

Forbids not only personal vio- 
lence (8. Luke ui. 14), but revenge, 
hatred, malice, &c., in the heart (8. 
Matt. xv. 19 ; 8. Mark vii. 21—23) ; 
and their expression by the mouth 
(Eph. iv. 26, 31, 82). 

The bodily injury of another being 
thus forbidden, much more is injury 
to his soul by evil deeds, words, or 
example. 

The taking away of life is jus- 
tifiable in Magistrates passing sen- 
tence (Bom. xiii. 4) j War, which 
is not spoken of with disapproval 
in Scripture (8. Luke iii. 14 ; 2 Tim. 
ii. 4) ; Self'dtfence (Exod. xxii. 2). 

The Seventh Commandment. 
Sins against purity, whatever form 
they may take, are in Scripture con- 



demned in the strongest language 
(Gha. v. 19, 21; Eph. v. 6; Bev. 
xxii. 15). The Commandment em- 
braces not only acts of impurity (1 
Cor. vi 9, 18), but also impure 
thoughts (8. Matt. v. 28) and words 
(Eph. iv. 29; CoL iii 8), immodest 
behaviour (Isa. iii. 16, &c.), intem- 
perance, which provokes lust (Prov. 
xxiii 31, 33 ; Bom. xiii 13), and in 
a word all things which tend to in- 
flame the passions either of ourselves 
or of others (1 8. Pet. iy. 3). 

The Eighth Commandment 
Forbids robbery of all kinds, 

whether secret or open (8. Mark x. 

19 ; Lev. xix. 13, 36, 36 ; Titus ii. 

9, 10) ; over-reaching in trade (Prov. 

XX. 10, 14, 17) ; non-payment of 

debts ^ev. xxv. 14), or loans (Ps. 

xxxvii. 21) ; neglect of almsgiving 

(Deut. xv. 11). 

The Ninth Commandment 

Forbids lying, false witness, and 
mischief-making (Prov. vi. 16, 19 ; 
Bev. xxi. 8, 27), slander (Ps. ci 5), 
talebearing (Lev. xix. 16), and to 
speak generally all sins of the 
tongue (8. Matt. xii. 86 ; 8. James 
i 19, 26 ; iii). 

The Tenth Commandment 
Forbids covetousness and discon- 
tent (1 Tim. vi 6—10 ; Heb. xiii. 5) . 



Man was made at first in the 
"Image of God" (Gen. i 27), ie. 
in perfect purity (Eph. iv. 24) j the 
expression used of Jesus Chbist 
(2 Cor. iv. 4 ; CoL i. 15) ; Adam 
was thus the friend of God, and 
would have been immortal (Bom. 
V. 12) had he been obedient. He 
chose to listen to the devil rather 
than to God, and fell (Gen. iii.). 

I. Adam sold himself to Satan for 
one sin. By this he not merely lost 
Paradise, but involved all his pos- 
terity in his fSall (Bom. v. 12 ; vii. 
14.) 

We fell in Adam (comp. Gtea. xiv. 
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20 ; Heb. yii. 9, 10). ///. If a man 
buys an acorn and plants it in his 
own ground, the tree which springs 
from that acorn, and all the acorns 
produced bj that tree, and the trees 
produced by those acorns, belong to 
the original purchaser. 

n. jlut bj the Fall Adam not 
only became subject to Satan, but 
corrupted human nature (Gten. y. 3 ; 
also Job xiv. 4 ; Ps. li. 5 ; Eph. ii. 3). 
///. A child may be bom a pauper 
through the extravagance, or dis- 
eased through the profligacy of his 
parents. 

Man, haying thus sold himself by 
his sin, could not redeem himself by 
a perfectly pure life; because (l) 
his corrupted nature made it impos- 
sible that his life should be quite 
pure. (2) Eyen if he committed 
no more sin, he was merely abstain- 
ing from contracting fresh debt, and 
doing nothing towards cancelling the 
old one. This old debt could only 
be paid by the offering up of a per- 
fectly spotless human being. 

To provide such a being, God the 
Son became Man (S. John i. 14) ; 
was a real child of Adam (Heb. ii. 
14) J perfectly Man (Ghal.iy.4j Heb. 
iL 17) ; perfectly spotless (1 S. Pet. 
i. 19 ; ii. 22) ; and " gave Himself 
a ransom for all" (1 Tun. ii. 6). 

The redemption which Chbist 
thus wrought for the whole world 
(1 S. John ii. 2) is applied to indi- 
vidual souls through the Sacraments 
of the Christian Church, which are 
intended to bring us into union with 
His Incarnation (1 S. John v. 6,6). 
In Holy Baptism we are made mem- 
bers of His Mystical Body (1 Cor. 
xii. 13) J in Holy Communion we 
are fed with His Flesh and Blood 
(S. John vi. 56), and are thus joined 
to Him (1 Cor. x. 16) and to one 
another (1 Cor. x. 17). 

God had prepared man for the 
Christian Sacraments by certain or- . 
dinances of the Jewish Qiiirch. i. 
Circumcision : the seal of admission 
into the Jewish Church and its pri- 
vileges (Gen. xviL 14). This pre- 
figured Holy Baptism, of which 



Chbist said (S. John iii. 5). ii. The 
Passover; without which there could 
be no continuance in the Jewish 
Church. This i)refigured the Holy 
Eucharist, of wmch Chbist said (S. 
John vi. 53).. 

The Jewish ordinances were merdy 
outward signs. At length Chbist 
came, " full of grace and trutli" (S. 
John i. 14), by His Circumcdsion 
showed that the ordinance' pointed 
to Him, and the descent of the 
Holy Sfibit at His Baptism showed 
that Christian rites would receive 
energy frx>m that Holy Spirit, and 
be means of grace (S. John iii. 5 ; 
vi. 63). 

To impress this idea on men's 
minds Chbist used outward means 
in working His miracles. Some of 
these seem especially to point to the 
virtue of the Sacraments. Baptism, 
S. John ii. 6, 7 ; Holy Eucharist, S. 
Matt. xiv. 19 ; xv. 36. * 

The Element of Water is an im- 
portant feature in the Old Testament. 
The Spibit " moved on the waters" 
at the Creation. When wickedness 
increased, the earth was washed by 
the Flood (Gen. vi., vii.^ IS. Pet. 
iii. 20, 21). The Israelites sayed 1^ 
passing through the sea (Exod. xiv. 
21, &c. ; 1 Cor. x. 2). Baptism fore- 
shadowed in Levitical rites (Lev. 
xiv. 5 ; xxii. 6) ; iu the cleansing 
of Naitman (2 Kings v. 10) ; and 
foretold (Zech. xiii. 1). Chisist's 
first miracle was wrought on Water 
(S. John ii. 7) $ notice also His dis- 
course with the woman of Samaria 
(lb. iv. 5, &c.), His healing the blind 
man by bidding him wash in Siloom \ 
(lb. ix. 7). The sick healed at the \ 
pool of Bethesda (lb. v. 4). The j 
washing of the disciples' feet (lb. 
xiii. 4, &c.), and the Blood and 
Water from Chbibt's Side (lb. xix. 
84.) 

We find Chbist giving commis- 
sion to His Apostles to ^ptize (S. 
Matt, xxviii. 19 ; S. Mark xvi. 16), 
and the Apostles acting upon it 
(Acts ii. 37, (Sec. ; viii. 36 ; ix. 18 ; 
X. 47 ; xxii. 16). 
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Christiaa Baptism is adminlBtered 
hj the application of water to a per- 
son in the Name of the Holy Tsi- 
VITY (S. Matt. xxniL 19). Immer- 
sion, uough desirable, is not essen- 
tial; the tongues of fire merely 
rested on the heads of those who 
were baptized with the Holy Ghost 
(§. Matt. iii. 11 ; Acts ii. 8). The 
Christian Sacrament must be dis- 
tinguished from S. John's Baptism, 
which was a Jewish ordinance, and 
merely typicaL 

The effects of Baptism are — i. The 
remission of all sin original and per- 
sonal, proTided that no bar to a 
right reception is interposed (Acts 
ii. 38; xxii. 16). ii. Regeneration 
or new birth from a state of xiature 
in the family of Adam (Ps. Ii. 6 ; 
Bom. T. 12 ; Eph. iL) to a state of 
grace in the Body of Chbist (1 Cor. 
xii. 13, 27), makmg us members of 
Chbist (lb.), and consequently chil- 
dren of God (Gal. iii. 26, 27), and 
inheritors of the kingdom of heayen 
(Bom. yiiL 17). This is the work 
of God's Holy Spibit (S. John iii. 
5 ; Eph. ii. 18, 19), for we can nei- 
ther make ourselves God's adopted 
children, nor cleanse ourselyes nrom 
sin. We are then placed in a state 
of salvation, from which however 
we may &11 bv wilful sin. 

That the salvation of the baptized 
i is not final, but conditional, is ihvua 
shown. The same converts who are 
all addressed as buried and risen 
with Chbist in Baptism (Col. ii. 
11), made members of Chbist by 
the Spibit (1 Cor. vi. 15, 19; xii. 
13, 27 ; Eph. V. 29—38 ; CoL i. 
24, 27, 28), partakers of the Spibit 
(1 Cor. vL 19 ; 1 Thess. iv. 7, 8), 
and clothed with Chbist in Baptism 
(Gal. iii. 27), are addressed as those 
who might be £&lling from grace 
(Gal. iii. 1 ; v. 4), quenching the 
Spibit (1 Thess. v. 19), receiving 
the mce of Gton m vain (2 Cor. 
vi. 1), and committing deadly sin 
(Eph. V. 1—5 ; CoL iii. 5, 6). 

Baptism or Begeneration (Tit. iii. 
5) is that by which we are brought 
into a new relationship to God, and 



differs from Conversion, which is 
the act of a penitent soul, either be- 
fore or after Baptism, turning from 
sin unto God. In the case ,of an 
unbaptized adult. Conversion must 
precede Baptism, or the Sacrament 
IS pro&ned. In that of one bap- 
tized in infimcy, if he afterwards 
fJEill into wilful sin, conversion must 
follow, otherwise he will be lost. 
Conversion is, in short, the exercise 
of faith and penitence on the part 
of one who has been living in a state 
of sin. 

That Chbist connected Begene- 
ration with Baptism is evident from 
the order which He adopted in His 
discourse with Nicodemus. When 
His first declaration (S. John iii. 3) 
was misimderstood. He added in 
His second one the word "Water," 
to make His meaning quite clear (lb. 
iii. 6) . Had He revexved this order, 
using tlve word "Water" in His 
first and omitting it in His second 
declaration, the Calvinistic interpre- 
tation might hold good, but not as 
it stands now. 

Baptism cannot be repeated (Eph. 
iv. 5). As we are bom but once 
naturally, so we can only be bom 
once of water and the Spirit. 

Baptism is generally necessary 
(i.e. for all: thus " General Faat}' 
" General Thanksgiving'') to salva- 
tion (S. Mark xvi. 16). The in- 
sertion of the word '* Baptized" in 
the second clause of tUs verse 
wduld be superfluous, as one who 
did not believe would not be bap- 
tized. 

As Baptism was to take the place 
of Circumcision (Col. ii. 11, 12), 
there was no occasion to order the 
Baptism of Infants. If they were 
not to be baptized, a distinct prohi- 
bition would have been necessary. 
In this latter case children would 
have been worse off under the Chris- 
tian than under the Jewish dispen- 
sation, as being no longer permitted 
to enter into covenant with Gk)D. 
This would have been quite incon- 
sistent with the favour which 
Chbist ever showed towards chil- 
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dren (S. Matt, xyiii. 8 ; six. 18 ; S. 
Mark x. 14 ; S. Luke XTiii. 16). 

Again, if children can be guilty 
of original Bin while unconicious, 
they can be partakers of grace while 
unconscious. And further, there is 
greater difficulty in belicTing in the 
due reception of the grace of Bap- 
tism by an adult than by an in&nt, 
who can place no bar in the way of 
such reception. 

Baptism is made perfect and com- 
plete by the rite of Confirmation, 
which is administered by the laying 
on of the hands of the Bishop, the 
successor of the Apostles. In Bap- 
tism the Holy G^host comes to us 
as the Girer of spiritual life, making 
us Christians (1 Cor. xii. 18) ; in 
Confirmation, as the Comforter, to 
strengthen us, that we may lire as 
good Christians (Acts viiL 16 ; Bom. 
yiii. 11—13). As one of the " first 
principles of the doctrine of Chbxbt" 
(Heb. yi. 1, 2), it was probably or- 
dained by Him (Acts L 3). The 
first recorded Confirmation, Acts 
viii 17. The result of the laying 
on of the Apostles' hands was to 
conyey — 1. GHie ordinary gifts of 
the Spibit, which enabled men to 
resist temptation, and to lire a 
Christian life (Ghd. t. 16, 22 ; Eph. 
iii. 16) ; 2. His extraordinary gifts, 
which enabled them to work mi- 
racles, &c. (Acts xix. 6 ; 1 Cor. xii. 
4s). The ordinary gifts only are. to 
be looked for in Confirmation now, 
but these are of the most import- 
ance (1 Cor. xii. 81 ; xiii. 1, 2) } e.g. 
Judas Iscariot had better haye'been 
a good man than merely a worker of 
muracles (S. Luke ix. 1, 2). These 
ordinary eifts of the Spibit are — 

1, the spirit of witdom^ which makes 
us seek after God (Rom. yiii. 14) ; 

2, of underfiandinff, which teaches 
us the truths of our religion (1 S. 
John ii. 27) ; 8, of coiffwe/, which 
teaches us which of two ways to 
choose when they are set before us 
(Ps. IxxiiL 28, 24 ; Phil. L 9—11) ; 
4, of ghostly strength, to enable us 

fri An onr dhrifltiAn rlntiafi ^Enh. vL 



10) ; 5, of knowledge^ which tnmchrn 
us the will of God (Col. i. 9) ; 6, of 
true godliness, 'w}aoh teaches us how 
to liye pious liyes (1 S. Pet. i, 22) ; 
7, of holy fear, which teaches us i«- 
yerenoe for 6K>D (Isa. zi. 2, 8 ; STeb. 
xii. 28). 

We approach this rite in order to 
haye something done to ua, La., to 
be eomfirmed, to be made £rm or 
strong. The pubUo acknowled^ 
ment which we make of our bap- 
tismal yow is merely to satiafy the 
congregation that we are fit to be 
admitted to the higher bleesixi^ of 
the Church. Jjbl itmslf it is aixnply 
a repetition of an acknowledgment 
which we haye made eyeiy time 
that we haye said the Cateohiam. 
See the answer to the question, 
«Dost thou not thmk, &c." Our 
baptismal yows are binding upon us 
as soon as we know right fix>m 
wrong (Ph>y. xx. 11). The use of 
Confimation is to give ua special 
strengthening grace to enable us to 
keep our yows. Penitence and fiutii 
ar^ necessary to the right reoeption 
of this grace. 



If persons &11 into sin after Bap- 
tism, they cannot be re-baptised 
(Heb. yi 4 — 6), but a remedy for 
such sin is proyided in Absolution, 
coming from God, but through the 
channel of the Priesthood (1 Cor. 
iy. 1; CoL i. 25). As under the 
old dispensation God appointed 
Moses as His delegate, and to be to 
the Israelites *^ instead of a mouth, 
. . . instead of God" (Exod. iy. 
16), BO under the Christian ooye- 
nant eyen higher i>riyileges are en- 
trusted to the Priesth(S^ for the 
benefit of God's children (2 Cor. 
iiL 9), for, in the Person of Chsist 
He gaye power imto men to foigiye 
sins (S. Matt. ix. 6 — 8), and Chbibt 
gaye to His Apostles and their suc- 
cessors in the Church that saeae 
power (S. John xx. 21—23$ 2 Cor. 
y. 18 — ^20). Here we haye shown 
(1) that God is the sole souros of 
psrdon ; (2) that this pardon oemes 
to ua throuflrh Ctthtrt. Whn T»n»- 
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chased it for us by His Blood ; (3) 
that He has made His miniBtera the 
stewards of this gift. 

This gift of pudon was first oon- 
reyed to us in Saptism (Acts ii. 88). 
P»don for post-baptismal sin is 
conveyed to us in Absolution. 

The practice of the Apostles is 
shown in the case of the incestuous 
Corinthian. S. Paul first ** retains" 
his sin by excommunication (1 Oor. 
T. 5), and afterwards, when satis- 
fied with his repentance, he '* re- 
mits*' it (2 Cor. iL 10) as the repre- 
sentative of CHBIflT. 

The delegated power of the Priest- 
hood to absolve is very positively 
stated in the Prayer Book, ^ee 
Exhort in Communion Serv., Office 
for Vis. of Sick, and Ordinal). Sick 
persons, and those who, in prepar- 
mg themselves for Holy Commu- 
nion, are unable to quiet their con- 
sciences, are urged to confess their 
sins to a Priest, in order to receive 
the benefit of Absolution. 

The Holy Eucharist is the Body 
andBlood of Chbibt under the forms 
of bread and wine (S. John vi 51). 
Chbibt instituted It just before His 
Crucifixion (S. Matt, xxvi 26—28), 
and empowered and bade His Apos- 
tles and their successors, the Pnests 
of His Church, to "so this" (S. Luke 
xxii. 19), Le. oSer this Sacrifice, as 
He had done, until tiie end of tim«. 
Chbibt chd so, that even after the 
withdrawal of His visible Presence 
He might still really be vrith His 
Church (8. Matt, xxviii. 20). There- 
fore, when the Priest breaks the 
Bread and* bksses the Cup, as 
Chbibt did, and says in the Conr 
secration prayer the words whidk 
Chbibt said, the Bread and Wine 
become "verily and indeed" the 
Body and Blood of Chbibt. 

The outward elements of Bread 
and Wine do not cease to be what 
they were before^ but they become 
what they were not before ; even as 
in the beginning "Gk>D breathed 
the hreath of Hfe'^ into that body of 
day which He had created, and 



*'man became a living soul'* (Gen. 
ii. 7) ; and as in tl^ Incarnation, 
the WoBD became fiesh, and two 
Natures were imited in one Person, 
vrithout " confusion of substance." 
(Athan. Creed.) 

We cannot tell how the Bread 
and Wine become the Body and 
Blood of Chbibt, except that it is 
by the power of the Holy G-host, 
exerted in the act of Consecration 
through the agency of the Priests of 
tiie Church, to whom Chbibt gave 
authority. (lCor.xi.24s Heb.v.4). 

This IS the doctrine of the B.eal 
Presence. That which we see on 
the Altar after Consecration is not 
a picture of Chbibt'b Body now in 
Heaven, but the visible sign of His 
invisible Presence with us on earth. 
A picture, however perfectly drawn, 
could not possibly be said to be 
"verily and indeed'* the object 
which it represents. At most it. is 
merely the image of something ab- 
sent. As Chbibt after His Resur- 
rection showed Himself to His dis- 
ciples under vuious "forms" (S. 
Mark xvi. 12 ; S. John xx. 14, 15 ; 
xxL 4), so He shows Himself as 
really to us under the forms of 
Bread and Wine^ The consecrated 
Sacrament is the same Body which 
was crucified, only presented to our 
sight imder another ** form." 

Chbibt instituted the Holy Eu- 
charist to be (1) the Sacrifice of the 
Chureh continually ofibred up before 
Gk)D as a memorial of His Passion ; 
(2) the Food of baptized members 
of His Body, to strengthen and re- 
fresh their souls. 

The word "sacrifice," Uke the 
words " churchy" " school," &c., has 
two significations. It signifies (1) 
the act of slaying a victim ; (2) the 
victim itself wh^h has been slain. 
In the fij»t sense we speak of the 
Sacrifice on the Cross; in the se- 
cond of the Sacrifice in the Eucha- 
rist. The Body of Chbibt was sa- 
crificed once for all on the Cross 
(Hebw vii a7| ix. 26, 28), but is 
continually offered to Gk)D, as the 
Sacrifice, by Chbibt Himself in 
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earen, natorally (Bom. viiL 8, 4; 



leb.x. 21 J IS. John ii 1, 2), by 
Sucharist, Bupematoiully.

The oeremonioB on the great Day 
f Atonement (Ler. xti. 11, 14, 
5) typified the twofold nature of 
)HBiBrs Sacrifice. He, the Qieat 
ligh Priest, offered Himself to die 
n the Cross (Beb. yii. 27) in Jeru- 
alem, God's Holy Plaoe (Ps. ii 6 j 
Jyiii. 2; S. Matt. y. 86), and then 
rent upto Heayen, the Most Holy 
Place (Heb. iz. 24; x. 20), to offer 
lis Blood in the Presence of His 
^'atheb ^b. ix. 12, 28, 24.) 

As fiir as pain and death are oon- 
)emed, onr Lobd'b Sacrifice of Him- 
self is oyer, for He snfibred once for 
01 (Bom. yi. 10 ; Heb. yii 27 $ ix. 
L2, 26, 28 ; x. 12) ; but He is now 
continually re-presenting Himself 
IS the Lamb once slain, the Sacrifice, 
biefore GhoD's Throne, as a propitia- 
don for our sins (Bom. yiii. 3, 4 $ 
Eeb. X. 2 ; IS. John ii 1, 2). He 
will continue to do so until He 
(X>me8 again in glory (1 CSor. xi. 26), 
because we are alwvrs sinning (Ps. 
liv. 1, 8; liii 8; Proy. xxiy. 16 j 
Bom. iii 10), and are therefore 
always needing propitiation for our 
sins (Heb. ix. 22; 1 S. John i 7). 

That which Chbist is doing in 
heayen, the Church, which is His 
Body (Eph. i 22, 23), does on 
earth, by celebrating the Holy Eu- 
charist, and thus *' showing mrth," 
Qot before men, but before God, His 
Death (1 Cor. ii 26). Hence this 
LB the Church's great Act of Wor- 
ship, and is dependent upon the 
reaiUy of our Loan's Presence. It 
LB the doing in act what we say in 
word9 at the end of our prayers, 
" through Jiflus Chsist." 

In addition to being a re-presenta- 
bion of Chbist's Sacrifice, the Eu- 
charist is a Sacrament of Commu- 
aion (1 Cor. x. 16), in which Chbibt 
anites Himself to us (Bey. iii. 20), 
by feeding us with His Body and 
Blood (S. John yi. 55, 56); and 
thus, in Him, we are united to aU 
His members (1 Cor. x. 17). 



The chief type of the Eucshazut 
under this aspect was the Passorer, 
in which the Jews ate of a Lainb 
which had been slain (Exod. xiL 3)5 
and therefore Chsibt is called ** our 
Passoyer^' (1 Cor. y. 7), for we feed „ 
(S. John yi. 54) upon Him Who is 
the Lamb of God (S. JohnL 29, S6; 
IS. Pet i 19; Bey.y.6}. 

Other t^pee of the EucWist were 
the bread and wine idiich Abraai 
receiyed at the hand of Melchizedek 
(Gen. xiy. 18, 19). The blessiiig of 
com and wine ^yen to Jacob, but 
withheld from Esau (Gen. zxyii. 
87). The manna, « what ia this ?" 
mysterious food (Exod. xyi. 15). 
The flour and the wine, which, to- 
gether with the Lamb, formed the 
continual burnt-offering (Exod. xxix. 
40; Ley. xxiii 18). The cake of 
barley bread which &I1 into the 
camp of Midian, and caused Gideon 
to oyerthiow his enemies (Jud. yii 
18). The cake which stran^^ened 
Elnah until he reached the mount 
of God (1 Kings xix. 6). 

Preparation for commnnicatang 
worthily consists of self-examiDation 
(1 Cor. xi 28) as to oui^— L Faith 
in the reality of Chbist's Presence 
(lb. xi. 29; Heb. x. 21) ; II. Peni- 
tence (Ps. oxxxix. 28, 24; laaau iii 
40; Tit. ii 11, 12) ; IH. Gratitude 
(lCor.xi26; CoLil2— 14); IV. 
Charity (S. Matt. y. 28, 24; 1 Cor. 
y. 7, 8; 1 S. John iy. 11), [ 

By communicating unworGiily 
(1 G:>r. xi 29) we eat and diink our 
own damnation, ie. judgment, ordi- 
narily temporal; if we do not re- 
pent, eternal (lb. xi 80). The 
reaaon is because we receive the 
Body of Chsibt into a soid unfit 
for Its reception. lU, : A diah of 
strong mea^ partaken of by two 
men, one ia yigorous health, the 
other sickly and weak, will refresh 
the one, but will seriously disagree 
with and ii^jure iAud other. The 
state of the eater^s health makea no 
difference as to the character of 
the meat, but makes all the dif- 
ference as to the benefit which hs 1 
receiyes by eating. The Sacrament ' 
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is delivered to worthy and unworth j 
communicaiits aliJEe with the words, 
"The Body," Ac., "The Btood," 
&o. All alike receive the same 
Thing, but with different results. 
Henoe the danger of receiving un- 



worthily. It is not our worthiness 
which makes the Bread and Wine 
become the Body and Blood of 
Ohbist, but the power of the Holy 
Ghost through the act of conse- 
cration by the Priest.
